In addition, operators of major 
drug firms in the city have indi- 
cated to Circuit Attorney Daniel 
P. Reardon Jr. that they intend 
to comply with the state law 


prohibiting Sunday sale of non- 


essential goods. 

Those are the results thus 
of a campaign to enforce 
136-year-old law which was 
held Dec. 11 by the Missouri 
preme Court 

The enforcement 
will continue today, with two in- 
vestigators in the city and six 
in the county checking for evi- 
dence of violations of the law. 

Request for Conference. 

Officers of GEM Stores, Inc., 
sent a letter to St. Louis County 
Prosecuting Attorney Norman H. 
Anderson asking for a conference 
before any action is taken 
against the company. 

Robert L. Wolfson, board chair- 
man of GEM International, par- 
ent company of the two GEM 
stores in St. Louis county, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the stores 
would remain open on Sundays 
in the foreseeable future 

The letter to And@erson, signed 
by James G. Kalal, general man- 
ager of GEM Stores, Inc.. said

Operators of other large dis- 
count department stores in the 
county said they would be closed 
today. They include Spartan Dis- 
count Store, Atlantic Mills 
partment Store, Great Values 
Stores, Inc., and Shoppers Fair. 


Circuit Attorney Reardon said 
he would meet this week with 
representatives of the. major 
drug firms ‘“‘to set out what we 
expect in the way of compli- 
ance.”” He said he was hope- 
ful the companies would com- 
ply willingly 

Reardon and Anderson have 
announced they will take civil 
action against store operators 
who. fail to comply. They: said 
they would either seek forfei- 
ture of corporate charters of 
violators or court orders en- 
joining the operators from fur- 
ther violations of the law.

Plans for an intensive drive 
to raise about $3,000,000 for con- 
struction of a concert hall] for 
the St. Louis Symphony. Orches- 
tra were announced yesterday 
by the St. Louis Symphony So- 
ciety. 

The $3,000,000 would be in ad- 
dition « a $500,000 gift from 
Oscar Johnson, announced Thurs- 
day. Johnson, a vice president of 
the society, stipulated that the 
total amount needed to build a 
concert hall must be raised with- 
in five years. 

“We are confident the money 
can be raised and we are de- 
termined the structure will be 
the finest of its type in the na- 
tion,”’ said Orrin S. Wightman 
Jr., president of the Symphony 
society. 

Committee Head Named. 


Wightman said Edward J. 
Walsh Jr.. a member of the 
symphony board, had been: ap- 
pointed chairman of a building 
committee to carry forward the 
work of meeting terms of John- 
son’s gift and constructing the 
hall. 

The mission of Walsh’s com- 
mittee will be three-fold, the 
Post-Dispatch was told. It will 
be charged with raising the ad- 
| ditional funds needed, obtaining 
|a logical site, and planning a 
structure suited to the orches- 
tra’s requirements. 

Wightman said the society was 
hopefu’ the site would be do- 
nated. No decisions have been 
reache’ at this early stage, he 
said, as to where the hall! will 
be built or what type of building 
it will be architecturally. 

Apart From Maintenance Fund. 

The building fund effort will 
be separate from the Symphony 
Society’s annual maintenance 
fund drive. The society will open 
a campaign Jan. 15 to raise 
$300,00° for the 1962-63 season. 
Meanwhile, the drive for the 
current season is still $100,000 
short of its goal. 

Like all major symphony or- 
chestras in the nation, the St. 
Louis organization must raise 
money each year to make up 
the difference between what it 
costs to maintain the orchestra

The hunt took her to 
several communities in Arkansas 
where she sought the assistance 
of newspapers and also ques- 
tioned filling station attendants 
and pedestrians on the chance 
they may have seen the dog. 
Mrs. Cline returned home disap- 
pointed and with no clues. 

King’s attachment ‘“‘for ra-

Later, for- 
mer President Harry S. Truman 
publicly accused Butler of ad- 
vance rigging of the national 
convention to the advantage of 
Kennedy. Truman remained 
away from the convention. 

Butler helped earn his way 
through the University of Notre 
Dame by working as a reporter 
for the South Bend Tribune. He 
was graduated in law in 1927 
and entered into politics at once 
in the party-management end 
rather than as a candidate for 
public office. 


Butler married Anne S. Bris- 
coe in 1934. They had two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. J, Patrick O'Malley, 
South Bend, and Mrs. William 
Morely, Indianapolis, and three 
sons, Paul M. Jr., a law student 
at Duke University;. Kevin, a 
University of Chicago student, 
and Brian, a Notre Dame stu- 
dent.

4 TUBIN META LEADS 
SYMPHONY CONCERT 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Zubin Mehta, the East Indian 
conductor who has been ap- 
pearing in the United States this 
season, gave his first concert 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra last night in Kiel Audi- 
torium Opera House. 

The program consisted of the 
Brahms Variations on a Theme 
by Haydn, Stravinsky’s Sym- 
phony in Three Movements, and 
Dvorak’s Symphony No. 2 in D 
Minor. His treatment of all 


three works indicated a strong | 


analytical approach, accom- 
panied by enough of a 
thesizine effort to make 
music flow. 

The Brahms work was given a 
broad, majestic sound, which 
had considerable depth. As was 
his practice throughout the pro- 
gram, Mehta gave each phrase 
a minute treatment that was 
almost microscopic. In this in- 
stance, it resulted in particular- 
izing each of the variations a 
little too strongly. Even so, the 
various aspects of the theme 
came out beautifully. 

The Stravinsky symphony was 
more striking for its rhythms 
than for its melodies. Yet, for 
Stravinsky, it is a strongly lyri- 
cal work, and his melodies are 
much more expressive than in 
most of his works. 

Conductor Mehta made each 
detail of the three movements 
crystal clear and strongly pro- 
pelled. He was successful in 
pointing up such lyrical content 
as it had, but it was clear 
enough that he regarded its 
rhythm and its structure as its 
most attractive elements 

The Dvorak symphony took up 
the latter part of the concert. A 
rather small holiday audience 
gave Mr. Mehta a good recep. 
tion. The program will be re- 
peated this afternoon.

BY JUStPH STELLA 


Forty-one drawings by Joseph 
Stella, American artist, will be 
exhibited at the City Art Mu 
seum beginning Tuesday, it was 
announced yesterday. The ex 
hibition will continue until 
Jan. 23. 


[he Department of Circulating 
Exhibitions of the Museum of 
Modern Art. New York. organ- 
ized the exhibition t contains 
a diversity of styles executed by 
the artist in 50 vears. Works 
were lent by 16 private collec- 
tors and six museums and gal 
leries. 

Stella is best known for his 
futurist paintings and drawings 
of New York and the Brooklyn 
bridge,” said Charles Nagel, 
museum director. ‘“‘The exhibi- 
tion contains several examples 
of these forceful abstractions, as 
well as examples of his_ less- 
known but equally interesting 
styles.” 

Nagel said they include an 
early etching and a drawing of 
‘‘Boy with a Bagpipe,’’ drawings 
of immigrants, 
factories, a self-portrait, color- 
ful nature studies and portraits 
of poet Walt Whitman and artists 
Marcel Duchamp and _ Louis 
Eilshemius, 

Stella was born in 1877.near 
Naples, Italy, and migrated 
about 20 years later to the 
United States. He abandoned 
medicine as a Career after 
studying for two vears and took 
up art with William Merritt 
Chase and at the Art Students’ 
League 

As a result of a commission by 
the magazine Outlook and other 
commissions, he drew ‘‘Italian 
Leader,”’ ‘‘The New Comer,” “‘A 
Greener: Lad from Herzogovina”’ 
and “‘Night Fires.’’ 

Stella’s futurist period began 
about 1913 after he had met 
Matisse, Picasso and Pascin in 
Paris and Boccioni, Carra and 
Severini in Italy. He was asso- 
ciated with the New York Dada 
group. 

The exhibition, first seen at 
the Museum of Modern Art. is 
being circulated with the aid of 
a grant of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System Foundation.

View With Hope Problems 
To Be Faced in New Year 


Divisive Forces Threatening to Wipe Out Prog- 
ress Toward Political Union That Has Been Made 
by Common Market—Revision of U.S. Tariff Pol- 
icy Regarded as Necessary to Avert Trade War.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. 


AS DID THE YEAR just ending, 1962 promises another heat in the 
race between political expediency and the kind of economic reason that 
can establish the base for a new and stronger world. The conviction is 
growing that in the instrumentality of the European Common Market 
and its expanding relationship to all non-Communist areas there is a 


vastly important potential. 

Economic ties, it is hoped, will provide 
the cement for a union that political ties 
seem unlikely to achieve. 


THE COMING YEAR is expected to pro- 
vide sharp and even decisive tests for this 
belief. America’s trade policy, it is agreed, 
must be reshaped so that this country can 
share in the expanding market created by 
the new Europe. President Kennedy’s pri- 
mary challenge is seen to lie in persuading 
Congress, against the pressures of those 
industries bent on keeping tariffs high, that 
the future lies with the new economic order. 


Failure would almost certainly result 
in a trade war between the new Europe 
and the United States. American firms 
dependent on exports for their profit mar- 
gin would sooner or later be shut out of 
major markets. Thus the West would 
be divided, a major Communist objective. 


Whether Britain, now asking for member- 
ship, will be admitted to the European 
Community on reasonable terms is another 
test. One of the things Prime Minister 
Macmillan wanted to convey to President 
Kennedy in Bermuda was that admittance 
is by no means a foregone conclusion. Old 
resentments and suspicions—the fact that 
Britain for so long opposed the Common 
Market concept in the ancient tradition of 
divide and rule—can make it impossible. 

Formidable as are these challenges, they 
seem simple alongside what must be done, 
if not in 1962 then in the years just ahead. 
Within the framework of an economic union 
evolving toward political union, destructive 
forces must be confined or they will undo 
al] that has been achieved thus far. 


FIRST in this category comes nuclear 
power for peace and war. France, follow- 
ing a go-it-alone policy that calls for a 
national nuclear deterrent, resents what it 
considers American favoritism in helping 
Britain and denying nuclear help and know- 
how to France. This is regarded as part 
of a political neurosis that endangers the 
growing structure of European unity. 

Ambitious West Germans such as Defense 
Minister Franz-Josef Strauss, feeling Ger- 
many’s new power, are demanding a lever- 
age on the use of nuclear weapons either 
through the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion or directly in a national arsenal. This 
is another of the uncertainties to be 
resolved in the coming months. 

If, within a European framework, the 
British could contribute their considerable 
nuclear development and to this could be 
edded what the French have done and 
what the Germans clearly can do in the 
near future, a third nuclear force could be 
created. This would be collectively con- 
trolled, it is pointed out, and therefore its 
evolution for peaceful purposes could be 
more nearly assured. This is part of the 
vision of the makers of the new Europe. 

In another category is the not-so-fright- 
ening but nonetheless formidable problem 
of agriculture. The European Common 
Market in its present stage of development 
has not faced up to the question of agricul- 
tural surpluses and the subsidies which 
most European countries pay their farmers. 


BY COMPARISON, it was easy to knit 
together the coal and steel producers of 
France, Germany, Italy, Holland, Belgium 
and Luxembourg in the first step toward 
the Common Market. Creating a common 
currency reserve and, before too long, a 
common currency—the big step just ahead 
—is not regarded as too difficult. But the 
farmer, long convinced that he is not get- 
ting a fair return in an industrialized so- 
ciety and demanding more and more from 
government, is expected to be a tough nut 
to crack. 


Over world markets hang America’s 
huge agricultural surpluses. Whether 
they are sold at cut rates or given away, 
these surpluses threaten to undermine 
prices and force governments to increase 
farm subsidies. Without concerted action 
no solution seems possible. A world con- 
ference on commodities and farm prices, 
held within the framework of an expand- 
ing Common Market, might find the 
answer. This is another hope that the 
framers of economic union cherish. 


With the millenium obviously not at hand, 
dedicated men in almost every country in 
the West are engaged in the hard, patient 
work that may avert the Armageddon of a 
nuclear war, 

Under the threat of the Berlin crisis, only 
an incautious bettor would give odds on the 
outcome. The men who are striving for a 
unified Europe believe, however, that they 
are laying the groundwork for economic 
union that will eventually result in political 
union. 


THE PLANNING, the persuasion, . the 
prodding are going forward at various 
levels. In Paris shortly, 98 citizen delegates 
from the 15 NATO countries will meet to 
debate aspects of the alliance. High on the 
‘agenda will be the question of the European 
‘Cemmon Market—the @volving United 
States of Europe—and how this new. eco- 
momic entity fits in with the powers ot> 
grt pe ager orbit of Europe.

Co-chairmen of the American delegation 
are former Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter and Will Clayton who was under 
secretary of state in the Truman adminis- 
tration. Herter and Clayton are co-authors 
of a report to the House subcommittee on 
foreign economic policy, calling on the 
United States to form a “trade partnership 
with the European Common Market” and 
advocating a ‘‘substantial broadening and 
reshaping” of the American trade agree- 
ments act as a minimum step. They wil) be 
meeting with Europeans who have helped 
to put together the new European Com- 
munity and who now realize that great and 
decisive steps must be taken. 

NATO, a Western defensive alliance, is 
not enough, as these men see it. They 
believe it is essential to work out a new 
relationship with the under-developed coun- 
tries. That is one of the major steps that 
will be discussed at Paris. 


PLANNERS such as Jean Monnet, the 
father of the Common Market concept, en- 
visage a common approach by the highly 
developed countries of the West to the 
under-developed countries of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America, Each industrially ad- 
vanced nation would be assigned its share 
of the task of helping the less-developed 
peoples to move forward. Capital and 
technical assistance would come from a 
common pool. 

The hit-or-miss method of each nation 
handing out its own foreign aid has not 
worked too well. In a recent speech, Presi- 
dent Kennedy pointed out that a sudden 
drop in commodity prices could wipe out 
the entire benefit of an aid program. By 
working together with a common economic 
goal, it is contended, the nations of the 
West could resist Soviet economic warfare 
and strengthen the whole Western com- 
munity with a rising standard of living 
and increasing political integration and 
stability, . 

Where the European neutrals fit in is 
still under debate. Austria's neutrality is 
enforced under the agreement with the 
Soviet Union that terminated the Austrian 
occupation. Switzerland’s constitution makes 
neutrality mandatory. Sweden decided, 
contrary to the choice of Denmark and 
Norway, to stay neutral, and there are 
those in the European Community who 
would make Swedish admission conditional 
on a reversal of this policy. 


THAT, HOWEVER, is regarded as a 
question for the more distant future. If 
the hopeful idealists are proved right, the 
time table will be as follows: 

In June Congress will adopt a liberalized 
trade program giving the President the 
right to lower tariffs across the board 
rather than item by item under a peril 
point system giving Congress, in effect, a 
veto. 

Some time between June and November 
the Common Market will admit Britain to 
membership with such reservations as. will 
permit London to maintain its relationship 
with the Commonwealth countries. Then 
on the basis of the British reservations, the 
case of the neutrals will be considered. 

Thus the way could be opened to the 
grand design as it has been envisaged by 
Monnet and his collaborators: the less- 
developed nations, agriculture, nuclear 
power, all fitted into the framework of a 
West united by economic ties transcending 
old political differences. 

The Communists are expected to do 
everything they can to frustrate this grand 
design, using the familiar tactics of fear 
and threat. Moreover, the divisions within 
the West are still deep, and in the end, 
the pessimists and the skeptics may be 
proved right. The true believers in the 


unity of the West, however, regard this as 
defeatism and will not concede even that 
there is a possibility that their dreams 
are merely dreams.

Tax Know-How Now Item 


Of American Foreign Aid 


U.S. Officials Helping Latin American Countries 
Reorganize Their Collection Systems as Part of 
Alliance for Progress—Argentina Copies IRS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. 


IN MANY COUNTRIES of Latin America, tax evasion is more 


common than tax payment. 


Whereas the federal income tax in the 


United States assumes about 95 per cent voluntary compliance, a Latin 
American government may collect less than half the revenue due under 


its tax laws. 


With this in mind, President Kennedy, on 
his recent trip to Venezyela and Colombia, 
said again and again that tax reform, to- 
gether with land reform, is essential to 
economic development in Latin America. 
They are written into the Alliance for 
Progress as the two major responsibilities 
of Latin American governments in return 
for outside economic assistance. 


These circumstances explain the unus- 
ual situation in which the man in charge 
of sending out millions of federal income 
tax notices in the last few days is also a 
major figure in the foreign aid picture. 


Mortimer M. Caplin, commissioner of 
internal revenue, and Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Stanley S. Surrey are working 
closely with the new Agency for Interna- 
tional Development (AID) to help Latin 
American countries plan and carry out tax 
reforms. 

Caplin and Surrey took part in a confer- 
ence on tax administration last October in 
Buenos Aires. They are expected to par- 
ticipate in a second conference in Santiago 
late next year on tax policy. 

In the meantime, both men meet fre- 
quently with Teodoro Moscoso, AID admin- 
istrator for Latin America and co-ordinator 
of the Alliance for Progress, to plan tech- 
nical assistance on tax reforms. 

Tax administration has first priority. As 
Caplin puts it, no tax law is any good un- 
less it can be enforced. 


THE GREATEST significance of the 
Buenos Aires meeting was that it brought 
Latin American tax administrations togeth- 
er for the first time for discussion of their 
common problems. 

Argentina, the host country, had already 
reorganized its tax collecting system last 
summer, modeling it after the United States 
Internal Revenue Service. ! 

The Argentine overhaul was based partly 
on a study made in 1960 by Surrey and 
Oliver Oldman of the Harvard Law School 
on a Ford Foundation grant for the Argen- 
tine government. They found widespread 
tax evasion, antiquated record keeping and 
a cumbersome payment system that, in 
effect, allowed taxpayers to borrow money 
from the government at low interest rates. 


Tax office records showed a backlog 
of 23 billion dollars in taxes owed but 
unpaid because of time extensions that 
had been granted. Part of those taxes 
actually had been paid, but record keep- 
ing had not kept up with the payments. 
The office thought the unpaid back taxes 
actually amounted to about 15 billion 
dollars, representing about one-fourth of 
annual collections. 


Some tax evaders, it was found, stayed 
outside the system by not filing declarations 
and not registering with any tax office. 
Others understated their net income, con- 
cealed transactions and took large parts 


of their salaries in under-the-table pay-- 


ments. wi f 

«. It was not until 1960 that the Aygentine 
government began any careful atiezpt to 
discover the extent of evasion. Studies by 
the central bank in that year showed that 
percentage of income not declared in the 
income tax had risen steadily from about 
90 per cent im 1954 to 60 per cent in 1957. 


SURREY and Oldman traced tax evasion 
and a ying corruption directly. to 
inflation and high tax rates (45 per cent in 
the top bracket). Resorting to this ‘‘shock 
absorber” was made all the easier, they 
concluded, by the breakdown of tax admin- 


istration in the Peron dictatorship. Cor- 
ruption spread through the government, and 
trumped-up tax deficiencies were often as- 
serted for political purposes. 

The report also cited low pay, poor work- 
ing conditions and inadequate equipment in 
the tax office as causes of widespread tax 
evasion. Touching on less tangible factors, 
Surrey and Oldman said many Argentine 
people felt the government did not spend 
its money properly and asked: Why pay 
taxes that are spent inefficiently or even 
corruptly ? 

“The business world is said to be per- 
vaded in varying degrees by relatively 
low standards of morality, in iarge part 
presumably the legacy of recent events,” 
they wrote. “Others stress a more basic 
attitude on the part of the Argentine citi- 
zen, especially the business man, that 
laws are made to be avoided, that taxa- 
tion is a game, that there is genuine 
sport in making a profit by evading taxes. 
There is considerable feeling that the 
Argentine nation has yet to awaken to a 
sense of responsibility.” 

Their observations were published in 
Spanish and made available to the Argen- 
tine people through press reports. 


ALTHOUGH Argentina’ has its special 
problems, some common difficulties have 
been observed in Latin America, Corrup- 
tion and red tape are almost everywhere. 
In addition, many governments depend 
heavily on import duties for their revenues, 
thus holding a vested interest in keeping 
imports at an uneconormically high level. 

An early requirement of any tax reform 
effort is a full study of the problem. The 
only complete study of this kind in Latin 
America so far is a book-length report on 
“The Fiscal System of Venezuela,’’ made in 
1959 by a special commission headed by 
Carl S. Shoup, a Columbia University econ- 
omist. The commission included Oldham 
and Surrey, then also on the Harvard Law 
School faculty. 

It found that the tax system as a 
whole was Only moderately progressive— 
that is, it took almost as high a proportion 
from the poor as from the rich. It sug- 
gested the possibility of tax evasion, point- 
ing out that there was no effective way to 
tell whether persons obligated to file tax 
declarations had done so. Jt found gen- 
eral efficiency and integrity in the tax ad- 
ministration, but found also a general lack 
of adequate supervision. 

Information brought together in the report 
included a table of the 10 largest personal 
net incomes declared in the country in 1957 
and the income tax paid on each. The effec- 
tive tax rates ranged from 8.7 per cent to 
13.7 per cent. 

A similar table on the largest net incomes 
of corporations in 1956 showed that the larg- 
est electric power firm in the country paid 
taxes of 22.2 per cent, the largest cement 
company 20.1 per cent and the largest brew- 
ery 17 per cent. 


THE UNITED STATES has been giving. 
training to tax men from various Latin 
American countries from time to time 
over the last few years. A new develop- 
ment is the plan to carry this out in a con- 
tinuing and organized fashion. 

Caplin feels strongly that he should help 
decide such questions as how to train 
foreign revenue agents and whether to put 
greater emphasis on new accounting mach- 
inery or on training of personnel. He does 


not want to be in the position of merely

Civil Defense Booklet 
Gives Self-Help Advice 
On Fallout Protection 


Pentagon Brochure on What to Do and Know 


About Nuclear Attack Falls Short of OCDM In- 
structions for Building, Stocking Family Shelters 
—No Aid for Protection Against Blast and Fire.

THE LONG-PROMISED official booklet on what to know and do 


about nuclear attack, made public 


today, clearly indicates that more 


long-range plans and more immediate actual work by federal, state and 
local governments are needed before millions of persons could survive 
radioactive fallout in a thermonuclear war. 


The paper-back brochure of 46 pages, 
titled ‘‘Fallout Protection,”’ was prepared 
by the Defense Department Office of Civil 
Defense with the help of independent scien- 
tific authorities. In a foreword, Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara wrote: 


“This program necessarily rests on judg- 
ments about what are prudent precautions 
in the light of our knowledge of what might 
happen and our evaluation of scientific 
facts. Judgments may differ. It is my con- 
sidered judgment that this is a reasonable 
and prudent program—and that it is the 
best program we can have, measured 
against the other priorities of our national 
life.”’ 


CHIEF AMONG the other priorities are 
the bi-partisan foreign and defense policies 
to create and maintain deterrent forces to 
prevent an attack and the Kennedy admin- 


istration’s recent decision to put public 
community shelters ahead of private 
shelters. 


The booklet briefly discusses the utter 
destruction possible from explosion and 
fire. It points out that “the areas of blast 
and fire would be scenes of havoc, devas- 
tation and death” but asserts that “‘radio- 
active fallout could be spread over thou- 
sands of square miles, covering a much 
larger area than the area endangered by 
fire and blast.” 


Unofficial studies have estimated that a 
100-megaton explosion seven miles above 
the earth would burn up all structures 
within 11,000 square miles, about the area 
of Vermont. A 1000-megaton blast, which 
is theoretically possible, would cause com- 
plete devastation by fire in an area com- 
parable to New York State, Connecticut 
and New Jersey. 

The brochure offers no instructions to 
individuals for protection against blast 
and fire. 


It gives this explanation of blast fires and 
fire storms: 

‘‘When nuclear or incendiary bombs strike 
a highly combustible city area, they can 
create a ‘fire storm’; the rising column of 
hot gases draws in surrounding cool air, 
producing inward-blowing winds that con- 
fine the fire storm to the blast damage 
area. Primary fires would be a much great- 
er hazard than fire storms. For maximum 
fire damage, a nuclear weapon must be 
detonated high in the air. This would elim. 
inate most of the potential fallout hazard. 
The spread of fires from a nuclear attack 
would be limited in the same ways as are 
peace-time fires—by barriers such as open 
space, rivers, highways, by rainfall and by 
varied distribution of burnable material.” 


ALTHOUGH THE BOOKLET is a simply 
written do-it-yourself manual mainly de- 
voted to shelters costing about $150, it em- 
phasizes the superiority of community shel- 
ters and the necessity of community efforts 
before and after the possible nuclear strikes. 


“We expect community shelters to pro-. 


tect a large part of the population,”’ the 
booklet says, “but we recognize that many 
families, because of their location or in- 
dividual preferences, will choose family 
fallout shelters.”’ 

The brochure says the Federal Govern- 
ment has already taken the first step to- 
ward a “realistic civil defense program’’ by 
launching a national survey which will 
identify approximately 50,000,000 shelter 
spaces now available in existing buildings, 
tunnels and subways. 

The Defense Department recently an- 
nounced that $700,000,000 would be the initial 
outlay for this new program. The booklet 
concedes that many of the identified spaces 
will be in the central areas of large popu- 
lation centers exposed to destruction by 
blast and fire but adds: 

“The pattern of attack cannot be pre- 
dicted and existing shelter is more widely 
distributed in relation to population than 
appears to the casual observer. Further, 
this space is immediately available and the 
cost of identification, marking and stocking 
(with food, water, first aid kits and radia- 
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tion detection instruments) is less than $4 
per space.”’ 

All such shelters would accommodate 50 
or more persons and be open to the public 
in an emergency, 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY has announced 
he will ask Congress for funds to support 
the shelter incentive program by paying a 
substantial part of the cost of shelters in 
schools, hospitals and other public welfare 
institutions, whether operated by the fed- 
eral, state and local governments or by 
private non-profit organizations. 


For the family wanting its own shelter, 
the booklet is far from adequate both in 
the details for construction and for stock- 
ing with necessaries for a suggested two- 
week stay under protective cover. The 
Office of Civil and Defense Mobilization, 
which had original jurisdiction over shel- 
ters, private and public, before the pro- 


gram was transferred to the Defense 
Department, had far more detailed 
instructions, 

The department said today a new book- 


let, ‘‘Family Shelter Designs,”’ to be issued 
‘sometime in January,” will give drawings 
and step-by-step construction procedures 
for eight types of family shelter. These 
booklets will be free at state and local civil 
defense offices. 

For those who want to start immediate 
construction, the current booklet lists eight 
reputable private groups which have print- 
ed plans for family shelters available on 
request. These groups are trade associa- 
tions for the iron and steel, cement, clay 
products, lumber and plywood industries. 

The department, like the abolished 
OCDM, warns against unscrupulous firms 
seeking to exploit the fear of nuclear at- 
tack. 

“Advettiging claims may be misleading,”” 
the booklet says. “Designs and products 
may be inadequate. Your state and local 
governments will do what they properly 
can to minimize these abuses but the most 
effective discouragement to those taking 
advantage of the rising interest in home 
shelters is your caution and shrewdness. 
You will have the co-operation of the Better 
Business Bureau, your local civil defense 
director and of your local, state and federal 
government officials concerned with such 
matters.” 


TO THE PRIVATE she'ter builder the 
booklet offers meager details about. the 
technical aspects of fallout. A brief gloss- 
ary lists technical terms, such as a kiloton 
measuring the equivalent of 1000 tons of 
TNT, and a megaton, 1,000,000 tons of TNT, 
but as to probable destruction the booklet 
limits itself to the area that would be 
reached by a five-megaton burst at ground 
level. 


The brief treatise ignores the fact that 
Defense and Atomic Energy Commission 
officials have been talking in terms of 20 
and 30 megaton bursts, that Soviet 
Russia, in its recent series of tests, ex- 
ploded a weapon of more than 50 mega- 
tons and that Premier Nikita S. Khrushe 
chev has boasted that a 100-megaton 
explosion will be attempted. | 


According to the booklet, a five-megaton 
burst would destroy most buildings two 
miles from the point of explosion and would 
cause fire and early fallout as far as five 
miles away. 

After the Russian tests, the AE@ estimat- 
ed that a 10-megaton blast would cause 
severe damage to residential type struc- 
tures for five miles from the center, 20 
megatons for six miles, 30 megatons seven 
miles, 50 megatons eight miles and 100 
megaton 10 miles. 

Because no protection has yet been de- 
signed for blast and fire storm.destruction, 
the booklet is devoted mostiv to fallout 
dangers although there is some advice 
about first aid treatment. 

It contains illustrations of seven simple 
structures in basements or partly under- 
ground, each requiring $150 worth of mate- 
rials or less. Most of the materials are 
concrete blocks, sand or wood. 

“In all of these shelters,” it says, ‘“‘the 
danger of fallout would be at least 100 
times less than to unprotected persons.”’ 

The booklet advises: 

“In the event of a nuclear attack be 
prepared to live in a shelter as long as two 
weeks, coming out for short trips only if 
necessary. Fallout would be most danger- 
ous in the first two days after an attack and 
even if you were inside a shelter you prob- 
ably would have absorbed some radiation. 
Your freedom of action would depend on 


your radiation exposure during the critioal 


period after the fallout descends. So, never 
expose yourself unnecessarily to radiation.” 


THE BOOKLET is vague about the ef- 
fects of fallout beyond the statements that 
“when large amounts of radiation are ab- 
sorbed by the body in short periods of time 
sickness and death may result” and “‘young 
people might be injured more by nuclear 
radiation than older people.” The «pte- 
ment about younger people is followed »y 


the explanation that they are more apt to 


absorb the radiation in their 
internal organs and that since they are

The Farm Worker 

The AFL-CIO has voted to inten- 
sify its efforts to bring the benefits 
of collective bargaining to farm 
workers. The tederation is to be 
warmly commended for this de- 
cision. 

The poverty and neglect of the 
men, women and children who har- 
vest our crops are a national dis- 
grace that reflects poorly on all of 
us. It is, after all, our indifference 
that has permitted Congress to sys- 
tematically deprive farm workers of 
the social legislation that protects 
most Americans. It is our indif- 
ference that has perpetuated a rural 
blight in our own country that ap- 
proaches in grimness conditions in 
many underdeveloped areas in the 
world. 

As President Kennedy declared on 
his recent trip to South America, 
every Latin-American child has the 
right to decent shelter and educa- 
tion. Surely our own migrant chil- 
dren deserve no less. 

In expanding support to the Agri- 
cultural Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee, the labor movement is living 
up to its responsibility. It is high 
time for the rest of us, and for 
Congress, to do the same. 

Senator Harrison Williams and 
Representative Herbert Zelenko 
have introduced a series of bills 
which begin to reduce the hardships 
that have been imposed on farm 
workers. The Senate has already 
passed five of these bills, pertain- 
ing to child labor, the registration 
of crew leaders, migrant health and 
education, and the establishment of 
a National Advisory Council on 
Migratory Labor. 

Surely the least we can do to 
make up for our past indifference 
is to write our Congressmen now 
urging passage of these bills in 
the House. After all, it doesn’t help 
migrants any if bills get only half- 
way through Congress. I don’t even 
mention- the fact that these people 
are not covered by our rightly 
acclaimed legislation providing a 
minimum wage, protection of the 
right to organize, and stabilization 
of employment such as we already 
provide for the Mexican farm work- 
ers we import.

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President Kennedy's First Year 


a special Disarmament Agency, and in his 
splendid address to the United Nations of- 
fered a promising plan for general and com- 
plete disarmament under international con- 


One year ago today, the nation was looking 
forward with interest and excitement to the 
advent of a new Administration under the 
youngest President ever elected. John ¥. 
Kennedy had made a good beginning with 
most of his executive appointments. He held 
out the promise of fresh leadership by a 
young Administration, the first to Se domi- 
nated by the generation which came to politi- 
cal responsibility after World War II. And 
he was toremind the country, in his moving 
State of the Union message, of “the harsh 
enormity of the trials through which we must 
pass in the next four years.” 

Now the Kennedy Administration has the 
first year behind it. It has indeed faced trials 
of harsh enormity—faced them with courage, 
if not always with the best judgment. Despite 
uncertainties that cloud the future, the Presi- 
dent and his advisers are entitled to confi- 
dence in their ability to meet the trials yet 
to come. 

The one great overriding challenge is posed, 
of course, by the Soviet Union. Khrushchev 
gave the new President six months in which 
to orient himself; then, at the Vienna confer- 
ence, he reviewed the Berlin crisis with such 
aggressive vigor .hat Mr. Kennedy came home 
to order a sizable military build-up, includ- 
ing the calling of reservists into active service. 

The President was unquestionably right in 
deciding to stand firm on allied rights in Ber- 
lin. He could not afford to let the “ussians 
think they could bulldoze the nation’s new 
leadership into sacrificing the freedom of 
West Berlin or allied access to it. Whether 
he chose precisely the right methods it will 
be for history to judge. If the reserve call-up 
was too limited to alter the military balance, 
and yet was responsible for aggravating the 
arms race, then history may call it a mistake.

This judgment cannot be made now. All 
that can be said is that in the context of cur- 
rent events, the President was doing wisely 
what had to be done. He was trying to 
convince the Russians that we would meet 
force with force if necessary, and also trying 
to escape reliance on all-out nuclear warfare 
as the only means of doing so. He deserves 
credit, too, for coupling this policy with a 
persistent effort, despite the indifference of 
West Germany and France, to negotiate a 
fair settlement of the issues with the Russians. 

As the President came to know perhaps 
better than anyone else, the awful responsi- 
bility of deciding to unleash upon the world 
a chain of nuclear devastation can be borne 
lightly by no man. Therefore, his first and 
most solemn duty—the foremost challenge 
confronting him during the balance of his 
term—is not to accelerate the :rms race, but 
to bring it under control, and then to move 
toward reliable internationally policed dis- 
armament. 

Mr. Kennedy made a valiant effort to serve 
this end through a treaty to ban nucleai tests. 
The Soviets responded by breaking the mor- 
atorium while the negotiations were going 
on. But this disappointment has not made 
the objective of disarmament any less urgent. 
The President persuaded Congress to set up 


trol. In the long record of human history 
nothing would write his name so large as a 
resolute effort during the next three years to 
set the world moving on this path. 

The Administration has made a heartening 
start in the fashioning of a new, dynamic pol- 
icy for friendship znd help to the underdevel- 
oped areas of Asia, Africa and Latin America. 
It has reoriented foreign aid toward co-oper- 
ative economic development stressing social 
capital as a spur to self-help. It has launched 
an inspiring experiment in people-to-people 
contacts through the Peace Corps. It gave up 
Laos as a military satellite, without giving 
up the objective of a neutral Laos. Bravely, 
in the face of extremist opposition at home 
and short-sighted hostility abroad, it stood be- 
hind the United Nations effort to reach an 
international solution for The Congo, as op- 
posed to loosing a big-power conflict in the 
heart of Africa. With equal resolution, though 
not without some lingering doubts, the Ad- 
ministration rejected the temptation to with- 
hold aid from nations counting themselves 
neutral in the cold war, thereby centering 
upon the main target, which is to help the 
impoverished peoples of former colonial 
lands improve their lot in freedom.

In view of this splendid beginning in what 
may prove to be the critical »vattleground of 
the world struggle, it is nothing short of 
amazing that the same Administration which 
devised the Alliance for Progress in Latin 
America supported a military invasion of 
Cuba which threatened to undo all that the 
Alliance might accomplish. It is true that 
the project was inherited from the previous 
Administration, but President Kennedy right- 
ly assumed full responsibility for it. The 
fact that he could consider such intervention 
likely to succeed, or could fail to perceive 
the great damage that would be done to the 
whole structure of our Latin-American rela- 
tions in case .t did succeed, shook confidence 
in his judgment. Apparently he has now 
learned not to accept even senior advice un- 
critically, not to rely on unilateral military 
adventures which revive old fears of colo- 
nialism. 

Such are the highlights of Mr. Kennedy’s 
first year in the critical area of world leader- 
ship. He has shown courage, a capacity for 
hard work, the bigness to choose big men as 
subordinates. Not entirely has he established 
yet the power to mobilize and shape public 
opinion in behalf of clear, positive objectives 
of his own conception, instead of merely 
responding to conflicting pressures. His rela- 
tions with Congress, which last year reiected 
some of his major domestic programs, will 
provide a continuing test of his ability in 
this regard. 

A great President is not merely a broker 
among various points of view held by others: 
and we hope that in the months ahead John 
F. Kennedy will display increasingly all the 
qualities necessary to lead the world toward 
solid peace and invigorated freedom. 


DeGaulle Names a Date 

President De Gaulle’s statement that he 
intends to withdraw the greatest part of the 
French army from Algeria in 1962 comes 


_ close to setting a target date for the end of 


the war which has become a lingering bane 
to all in the least affected by it—and that 
means the whole West. 

Yet the General can speak a ‘anguage 
which is fully clear to him alone. He has a 
way of dropping some of his most meaning- 
ful remarks in off-hand speeches. sade on 
tours of the provinces or, as in the present 
instances, in the course of a routine year-end 
review. There is something monarchical in 
his manner of communicating—or refusing 
to communicate. The foreign offices of Bonn, 
London and Washington know this full well. 

Yet there also is something solid in the 
announcement that two more divisions are 
to be called home from North Africa within 
two months. Two divisions already have been 


- brought back. And De Gaulle *oupled this 


with new assurances of French co-operation 
in the creation of “a sovereign and inde- 
pendent Algerian state.” This promise, how- 
ever, was followed by the proviso that 
France’s “essential interests must be guar- 
anteed in exchange for what it gives.” 

That could be the prudent remark of one 
engaged in closed-doors negotiations with the 
native Algerian rebels, or :t could be a cal- 
culated “escape clause” to be used in the 
event that pressures from Salan’s rightist 
rebels prove to be too strong for De Gaulle. 

The General, however, must act reasonably 
soon, if he is to act at all. The loyalty of 
many in the officer corps now is openly ques- 
tioned. The army men who brought De Gaulle 
to power do not conceal their disappointment 
in him. On the other hand, the majority of 
the French citizens, the people who accepted 
him as the only realistic alternative to the 
broken-down Fourth Republic, also are be- 
coming more critical. Nevertheless, only he 
still is given a reasonable chance of ending 
the North African troubles without starting 
worse troubles in France. So he may have 
made his decision. Certainly the withdrawal 
of French troops would be a clear—even if 
indirect—move toward turning over Algeria 
to the Algerians. 


For the U.N. Emergency 

Congress, once it gets back to work, should 
promptly grant President Kennedy the re- 
quested authority to purchase half of the 
$200,000,000 in bonds to be issued by the 
United Nations. The international agency’s 
working capital has been reduced to zero, and 
money is needed urgently—particularly to 
continue operations in The Congo and along 
the Israeli-Egyptian frontier. 

True, this emergency would not exist if all 
U.N. members paid their assessments as does 
the United States. It is .zonetheless an emer- 
gency, and so the President is rightly urging 
emergency action to deal with it. The U.N. 
is much too important in the preservation of 
world peace to allow a lack of funds to bring 
its work to a stop. How this group or that 
group feels about one or another phase of 
U.N, activities is beside the pint. Such mat- 
ters must be settled by debate in a going 
organization. They cannot be settled by bank- 
rupting the organization. 

The General Assembly knew full -vell that 
the bond issue recommended by Secretary 


General U Thant is only a stop-gap. New 
assessments on all members were also voted. 
And the International Court of Justice at 
The Hague was asked to rule whether the 
Charter does not compel all members to con- 
tribute to the peace-keeping of the U.N. The 
court, it is.to be hoped, will say that majority 
decisions are binding. Otherwise U.N. financ- 
ing would be unconscionably uncertain. This 
problem must be solved eventually. Mean- 
while an emergency must be met. , 


A Home for the Symphony 

The generous gift of Oscar Johnson to the 
St. Louis Symphony Society provides the city 
with the opportunity of at last establishing 
a stable base for its orchestra. Mr. Johnson, 
who served for 21 years as president of the 
society and who has been one of the orches- 
tra’s principal benefactors, stipulated that 
his $500,000 gift must be used in the con- 
struction of a concert hall and that the bal- 
ance of the amount needed, perhaps $3,000,- 
000, must be obtained within five years. 

This is a campaign that should be started 
promptly and universally indorsed, not only 


“by music-lovers but those who recognize the 


orchestra as a civic asset. Once the building 
is erected it should be possible to place the 
orchesira and individual inusicians on a sound 
financial basis. This has never been feasible 
before. 

As Orrin Wightman, president of the so- 
ciety, said in announcing Mr. Johnson’s gift, 
the benefaction will not solve current oper- 
ating problems. But the prospect of a perma- 
nent home for St. Louis’s 82-year-old sym- 
phony orchestra will, as Mr. Wightman 
pointed out, serve greatly to lighten the bur- 
den. Every resident of the St. Louis area 
should respond to this opportunity to enrich 
the cultural life of the community. 


Modest Claim on Civil Rights 

The Justice Department cites progress in 
civil rights in 1961, while the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ples cites findings by the federal Civil Rights 
Commission of progress yet to be made. Both 
views are correct, and Attorney General Rob- 
ert Kennedy was wise to claim no more 
credit for the Administration than wes due it. 

Early in the year the Administration de- 
cided not to push new rights legislation. 
Therefore the progress that was made de- 
pended on executive action. Under Vice 
President Johnson, the Commission on Equal 
Job Opportunity pushed for fair employment 
practices under government contracts. The 
Justice Department tripled its actions in cases 
of voting discrimination. In the one new 
situation facing it, involving the Freedom 
Rides, the Government was forced to use 600 
federal marshals to protect interracial bus 
riders in Alabama. 

Otherwise, most of the progress and credit 
for it “rests primarily with local 7nd state 
officials,’ ag the Attorney General noted. 
This was particularly true of the advance of 
public school integration in more major 
Southern cities, including Atlanta, the “cap- 
ital” of the Deep South. Much of the ad- 
vance, federally or locally, gained impetus 
from the experience of the past. In view of 
its campaign commitments, the Administra- 
tion could hardly boast of vast achievement, 
but it cannot be denied the right to record 
that there was achievement.

And County Defeated Although 
Victory Seemed to Be Assured 


Passage of Sales Tax Contingent on 
Consolidation Gave Weapon to Op- 
ponents—Other Lessons Learned by 
Leaders in Campaign.

RICHMOND, Va. Dec. 30. 


A FEW WEEKS AGO, leaders of Richmond and Henrico coun- 
ty were confident that the old political walls separating the two 
communities were about to topple. For weeks the walls had been 
battered in a civic crusade for a plan for voluntary consolidation 
of Richmond and Henrico to form a new and larger city. 


But the walls did not collapse. 
They stand today. County voters 
rejected the consolidation plan 
decisively in a referendum Dec 
12. 

The anti-merger cause was 
strengthened by what now ap- 
pears to be a tactical error com- 
mitted by Richmond before the 
consolidation campaign began, 
when city enacted a.l per 
cent sales tax contingent on the 
consolidation of the city and the 
county. Throughout the cam- 
paign merger opponents argued 
that a vote for consolidation was 
a vote for the sales tax. 


SUPERFICIALLY, the merger 
movement appeared to have all 
the prerequisites of success. It 
had the support of most of the 
area’s civic, business and. politi- 
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It was smoothly or- 
ganized and adequately financed 
Opposition forces had limited 
funds to finance their campaign 
Their political leader was a man 
whose political career had been 
marked by repeated defeats. 
Further, most of the anti-merg- 
er leaders accepted one of the 
basic arguments of the merger 
supporters: that Richmond had 
to expand its boundaries to avoid 
ruinous deterioration. They re- 
jected merger as the proper 
method of expansion. 
Richmond's need to expand has 
become virtually undeniable. The 
city has practically no desirable 
land for residential, commercial 
and industrial growth. Between 
1950 and 1960, Richmond's popu- 


lation dropped from 230,000 to 
219,000. Henrico’s population 
more than doubled to exceed 
177.000. 


IN VIRGINIA, cities and coun- 


ties are geographically and poli- 
tically separate. There is no 


overlapping of jurisdictions and 


no easy way for a city and a'| 


county to share the burdens of 
metropolitan area problems. 
Annexation is the 
method of city expansion in the 
state As Richmond’s plight 
worsened, the city’s leaders dis- 


cussed preparations for an an-' 


nexation suit against Henrico. 
Area business and civic lead- 
ers contended, however, that an- 
nexation was too slow, costly 
and shortsighted to cope with 
the problems of urban growth. 
Hoping for a more amicable and 
comprehensive approach, they 
prodded Richmond and Henrico 
into exploring voluntary consoli- 
dation. The city and the county 
appointed negotiators in Septem- 


ber 1960 and directed them to 
prepare a consolidation plan. 
THE NEGOTIATORS submit- 


ed their plan last July 31. These 
were its key provisions: 

(1) Richmond and Henrico 
would become one political 
community on January 1, 1963. 

(2) For a five and ope-half 
year transitional perio’, the 
Henrico part of the consoli- 
dated city would be divided 
into four boroughs correspond- 
ing to the county’s existing 
magisterial districts. The pres- 
ent city of Richmond. would 
constitute one borough. Each 
county borough would elect 
one councilman, the Richmond 
borough would elect four, and 
the consolidated city as a 
whole would elect three at 
large 

At the end of the transi- 
tional period, the consolidated 
city would be divided into four 
boroughs, There would be nine 
councilmen. All of them would 
be subject to vote of the city 


at large, but at least one 
would have to live in each 
borough. 


(3) Henrico real estate taxes, 
lower than Richmond’s, would 
be increased gradually over a 
14-year period to the city level. 

(4) No city or county em- 
ploye would lose his job as a 
result of the consolidation. 

(5) Some city services, such 
as garbage collection, police 
and fire protection, would be 
extended to county areas of 
the consolidated city almost 
immediately. Other services 
would be extended with ‘“‘rea- 
sonable promptness.”’ 
Richmond’s City Council ap- 

proved the plan unanimously. 
The Henrico Board of Super- 
visors agreed to submit it to the 
voters, but two of the four mem- 
bers reserved the right to op-) 
pose it—and they did. To be

Critics of consolidation de- 
plored the plan's failure , to 
‘guarantee the extension of city 
igervices according to a specific 
schedule. They argued that an 


annexation court would establish 
such a schedule and require 
Richmond to follow it . 

On the eve of the referendum, 
both sides predicted the vote 
would be close. It was not. Rich- 
mond voters indorsed the plan, 
but county voters rejected it by 
a vote of 13,647 to 8862. 


IN RETROSPECT, both friends 
and foes of merger have discov- 
ered several probable causes of 
the plan’s defeat. 

Some observers are convinced 
that merger advocates over-used 
the annexation argument. There 
is littke doubt that county citi- 
zens generally resented the use 
of threats to persuade them to 
accept consolidation. 


The pro-merger campaigners 
used many “hard sell’ tech- 
niques. Outstanding community 


figures were encouraged to in- 
dorse “merger, and to repeat 
their indorsement frequently. 

The indorsement of two of the 
area’s most prominent religious 
leaders appeared to be especially 
resented in some sections of 
Henrico. Toward the end of the 
Campaign, pro-merger forces 
conducted a massive advertising 
program. ; 

Opponents of merger cited 
these tactics as proof that “big 
business” was attempting to 
‘ram merger down our throats.” 
This complaint was echoed fre- 
quently at public meetings and in 
letters to the newspapers. 

The pro-merger organization 
appeared to be top-heavy. It 
failed, apparently, to enlist the 
ordinary citizen vital to the suc- 
cess of any political campaign 
that must be conducted vigorous- 
ly on the precinct level. Merger 
opponents boasted that while 
they could not finance a major 
advertising program, they had 
workers willing to ring doorbells. 

One week after the merger 
referendum, Richmond officially 
opened its annexation fight 
against Henrico. The issues will 
be settled by a special three- 
judge court, and the political 
voice of the area’s residents will 
have no effect. Some merger 
advocates hope for a resurrec- 
tion of the consolidation plan as 
the annexation suit progresses. 
At the moment, the outlook 
seems bleak.

Shake-Up Urged in Foreign Aid 
To Nurture Co-ops, Credit Unions

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. 


THE AMERICAN foreign aid program needs a vigorous shake- 
up if it is to be used successfully to promote the growth of credit 
| unions and.other co-operatives abroad as the Kennedy Administra- 
tion intends, authorities in this field assert. 


Recommendations by experts 
working to set up the new plan 
make it plain that some tradi- 
tional ways of administering 
foreign aid have to go. Major 
changes indicate: 

1. A good bit of United States 
foreign aid money should go 
directly to private groups 
abroad instead of to their gov- 
ernments. 

2. Foreign assistance funds 
should be used to finance a 
latge number of relatively 
small projects instead of a few 
massive undertakings. 

3. Repayable loans, not out- 


right grants, should be em- 
phasized. 


4. Foreign aid machinery 
should move more quickly to 
meet for assi 

5. Some phases of the pro- 
particularly technical 
should be carried 
contract with private 
and non-government 
experts in this country instead 
of by building a new govern- 
ment bureaucracy. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT of 
these suggested changes is be- 
lieved to be the proposal for 
channeling into non-governmen- 
tal channels abroad aid that is 
intended to bolster the growth of 
co-operatives. There is

Bypassing local governments 
is expected to make the program 
more efficient and less political 
in nature. In addition, it will 
allow more effective individual 
participation in a plan whereby 
groups of citizens abroad will 
seek to better their lot through 
pooling their own resources with 
backing from the United States. 

There is strong support in 
Latin America for putting the 
program on a non-government, 
people to people footing, mem- 
bers of a team that returned 
recently from a survey of seven 
South American nations report. 


THE GROUP’S SURVEY was 
made on behalf of the Agency 
for International Development, 
the new government organization 
set up to handle American for- 
eign aid. The survey team con- 
sisted of five top leaders of 
the American co-operative move- 
ment. They were part of an ad- 


visory council that previously 
draited a blueprint for imple- 
menting a decision that the 


American foreign aid program 
wduld begin to put more em- 
phasis on developing the co- 
operative movement in under- 
developed nations. 

Members of the fact-finding 
team said both government and 
private groups throughout South 
America showed great enthus- 
iasm for the American decision. 
One member of the group, Clyde 
T. Ellis, general manager of the 


| National Rural Electric Co-op- 


erative Association, said, ‘‘Every- 
where we went we found that 
people knew about the idea. They 
called it the ‘Plan Kennedy.’ ”’ 


ELLIS AND OTHERS. who 
made the tour agreed that there 
is an intense desire in Latin 
America to establish co-opera- 
tives in a variety of fields. It 
needs only expert guidancg and 
financial aid to spur the develop- 
ment of pools of capital, they 
said. 

“It is impossible to sey how 
hungry the people there aré for 
help in setting up co-operatives,”’ 
Ellis remarked. “They know 
what they want to do. They 
know they want health centers. 


'They know they want housing 
They know they want credit 
unions where they can pool their 
savings. They know they want 
electricity. 

“What they don’t know is how 
to set up co-operatives to carry 
out these projects and how to 
finance them.” 

As a result of their study tour 
members of the AID group fa- 
vor some specific to en- 
courage the growth of coop- 
eratives in the Western Hemi- 
sphere.

Experts who have studied the 
problem think that a stronger 
co-operative movement oilers 
valuable benefits for Latin 
America, for it is especially 
suited to retarded economies 
They see it also as a vital third 
force between state control of 
the. economy or Communism at 
one extreme and unenlightened 
capitalism at the other. 

Furthermore, it is thought to 
be essential to effective land re- 
form, which is urgently needed 
in much of Latin America. With- 
out an organized scheme of pro- 
viding farmers with services 
formerly turnished by landown- 
ers, some experts believe, land 
reform efforts will fail. Co-oper- 
atives can meet this need, they 
say, because they provide both 
efficient service and valuable re- 
forms in credit, marketing, pur- 
chasing and other fields essential 
to effective use of newly dis- 
tributed lands. 


A NUMBER OF DANGERS 
will confront any effort to ex- 
pand co-operatives in underde- 
veloped nations. One of the prin- 
cipal hazards is the expected re- 
luctance of some governments to 
allow aid, to be given directly to 
cooperative organizations. 
Others include the probable op- 
position of both Communists and, 
where land reforms are involved, 
the oligarchy, foot dragging by 
American aid officials, complex 
and inadequate local laws that 
hinder formation of co-operatives 
and the inflationary spiral which 
will make repayment of loans 
more difficult. 

The decision to use American 
foreign aid funds and skills to 
promote the growth of co-opera- 
tives abroad has not yet moved 
beyond the active planning stage. 
Next step is expected to be es- 
tablishment of a special division 
within AID to administer assist- 
ance to co-operatives. This may 
come within a week. 

Also expected in a few gays 
is a report to Fowler Hamilton, 
director of AID, by members 
of the study group that toured 
South America. Their recom- 
mendations, together with the 
earlier blueprint submitted by 
the Advisory Committee of Co- 
operative Leaders, should set 
up guidelines under which the 
program can be operated.

part of the costs of certain civil 
defense activities where such 
sharing will stimulate state and 
local and private activities, and 
fourth, to provide technical as- 
sistance through state and local 
channels for civil defense plan- 
ning.’ 

The booklet does not mention 
the series of Russian tests which 
greatly increased the official and 
popular concern over how this 
country could survive an all-out 
nuclear war. The brochure says 
that details of the program “may 
change with changes in the kinds 
of missiles that miyht be used 
against us.” Civil deiense offi 
cials have privately coniplained 
that the Atomic Energy Ucui"m™is 
sion has not brought up to date 
its study of “The Effects of Nu 
clear Weapons’’ to include its 
analysis of the Russian experi- 
ments. The latest AEC study of 
these effects was. published in 
1957. 

The national civil defense law 
puts responsibility for civil de- 
fense jointly on the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the states. The 
booklet says effective defense re- 
quires the participation of every 
citizen and advance planning at 
every level of government—lo- 


cal, state and national. This 
planning, it says, must be flex- 
ible enough to adapt itself to 


changes in enemy weapons and 
tactics. 


AUTHORS of the booklet ap- 
parently hope that it will in- 
crease popular pressure On state 
and local officials to do more 
than they have been doing about 
fallout protection. 

“Your state and local govern- 
ments,”’ it tells the reader, ‘“‘have 
the operating responsibility for 
civil defense. An individual must 
be able to look to some agency 
of the state and local govern- 
ment for advice and assistance 
on civil defense planning, just 
as he looks for police and fire 
protection services.” 

Free distribution of the book- 
lets will begin Tuesday through 
790 state and local civil defense 
offices and 96 selected first class 
post offices in major cities. An 
initial order for 25,000,000 copies 
was placed with 21 printing firms 
throughout the country. Copies 
will also be available on request 
to the Defense Department in 
Washington and the central civil 
defense headquarters at Battle 
Creek, Mich. Cost of production 
and distribution is estimated at 
$825,000. 

In his “second state of the 
union’’ address on May 25, Presi- 
dent Kennedy told a joint session 
of Congress that “‘this nation has 
never squarely faced up to its 
civil defense.’’ Hé said that over 
the past decade there had been a 
variety of programs but no con- 
sistent policy.

A **BURNT OUT CASE’? in the 
history of leprosy designates a patient 
who has been cured after losing his 
fingers or his toes. The expression also 
has been used by Graham Greene as a 
title for one of his most fascinating novels 
and he has now told us something about 
the locale of this novel. His Two African 
Journals describing his visits to the 
Congo and to West Africa are presented 
as a set of unelaborated notes. They are 
the raw material for ‘‘A Burnt Out Case” 
and ‘“‘The Heart of the Matter’’ and they 
illustrate, whether the author so intended 


or not. that the material of a novel is 
much less important than the way it is 
nroces pd 
processed. 

‘In Search of a Character’’—the title 


of this factual journal—tells the reader 
much more about the country than either 
of the novels, but for me, at any rate, 
the Congo is no more interesting intrinsi- 
cally than South Carolina. Moreover the 
facts about leprosy when presented are 
neither revolting nor particularly interest- 
ing. Those who have read the two novels 
may find it intellectually gratifying to 
compare the live situations and charac- 
ters with the ones that the author fabri- 
cated using them as models.

The author suggests that 
everybody reacts to infidelity in a tra- 
ditional way and with no regard for 
commonsense or the genuine interests of 
the parties involved. This may be sound. 
But it is one thing to contend that three 
lives shouldn’t be sacrificed to bourgeois 
pride and quite another to suggest that 
a menage-a-trois offers a sensible solu- 
ion to the difficulty. 

Without going into deeper matters it 
seems quite impossible and impractical 
for two men to have an equal claim on 
even the domestic offices of one woman. 
One reason for getting married, as a 
friend of mine once said, is to have and 
to hold one’s own wash cloth. Bachelors 
are always losing theirs. 

IT IS POSSIBLE that Mr. Greene 
is trying to imply something about a 
woman's nature that is never stated. It 
has been said that men are naturally 
polygamous and hew to the line of social 


convention with great difficulty; and that 


a woman actually needs more than one 
man in order to fulfill her nature. His 
comedy, in any case, derives from the 
surprise and shock that ensue when a 


woman blandly acts on that assumption. 


Graham Greene has made his reputa- 
tion as a writer of serious moral tales 
as seen through dramatic adventures. 
His comic vein is a fairly recent develop- 
ment and though he seems to be laboring 
reader at least—his 
comedy has been rewarded by a wide 
public acceptance.

It displays how varying tensions in 
the dramatist’s early years were unre- 
solved in his life and, some might add, 
in his dramas also. Certain figures— 
notably those of his mother and his moth- 
er’s kind parents—stand for decency and 
generosity that fades, and others, particu- 
larly that of his aggressive salesman 
father, for aggressiveness and relentless 
selfishness that found expression in Stan- 
ley Kowalski of “Streetcar.” 
THE BOOK chronicles the really herioc 
struggles of Williams to win a public and, 
srimmer still, to win the sort of self- 
knowledge out of which a dramatist 
writes. Williams was fortunate enough 
to win, at long last, generous patrons 
and agents: he has been less fortunate 
in his advisers, for there are few signs— 
if one trusts Mr. Nelson’s account—that 
Williams was often in the presence of 
thoughtful persons who submitted the ex- 
pressed and the unexpressed assumptions 
of the young dramatist to sharp analysis. 
It is, interestingly enough, at this point 
that Mr. Nelson's book is less than satis- 
factory. Mr. Nelson frequently does 
dissociate himself from the spoken and 
unspoken assumptions that order the 
processions of sexuality, sexual frustra- 


tion. and even cannibalism that march 
across Mr. Williams's stage. Mr. Nelson 
enters, now and then, a protest, a minor- 
ity report; and this report comes from a 
young critic who has his serious doubts 
about the ‘“‘solutions” that emerge from 
play after play. 

Mr. Nelson bolsters these doubts with 
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TENNESSEE WILLIAMS 


appropriate quotations from critics who 
were, from the plays’ first productions, 
uneasy about the masochistic and sadis- 
tic pain that begot authentic cries of 
agony from the characters on the stage 
and watchers in the audience. Mr. Nelson 
notes his own uneasiness in the presence 
of the defeat of the heroine of ‘‘Streetcar,” 


and he advances the suggestion that the 
only positive standard by which Williams 
measures the human deviations which 
are his subjects is a standard of decayed, 
inoperative Southern gentility; one which 
may have come to him from his kind 
but sapless elders. 


But a grandfather who is an Episcopal 
clergyman and a grandmother who stitches 
ten dollar bills in her letters to a hard-up 
grandson are no matches for the boil 
and bubble of the life-force that knows 
only a genital gratification. 

“Beyond” this gratification (Mr. Nelson 
half-heartedly suggests) is the possibility 
that by accepting agony and violation at 
the wills of those who are without de- 
cency, who “‘do not care,’’ the more deli- 
cate, the weaker, the more noble may 
somehow embody the work of a savior 
in a world that is not organized to 
recognize a saving action. But the in- 
fliction of pain and the acceptance of 
pain may develop an esthetic thrill of 
its own; and there is every indication 
that this and not the faint hope of dis- 
covering counter-irritants at the end of 
the valley of awful shadow, is the true 
motive from which Mr. Williams starts 
and the home to which he comes. 


WHY THIS IS SO, why it is the 
mark of much successful drama, is a 
question that Mr. Nelson does not answer 
very well—chiefly because his own criti- 
cal perspectives do not extend very far 
eyond the plays of Williams. If they 
are judged by themselves and in them- 
selves, there is no better answer to the 
“case” of the dramatist as sadist and 
masochist. 

Points of support for the judgment that 
this interesting book skirts, lie elsewhere, 
but to them, the writer does not lead 
the reader. Perhaps this is just enough; 
it is a direction in which Mr. Williams 
himself is not—the record indicates~ 
likely to move.

THE HEART OF THE HUNTER, by Laurens Van der Post.

MAN’S SEARCH FOR HIS IDENTITY is an old 
and fascinating story. How, for instance, is modern man to 
relate to nature—in a world of concrete, steel, atomic energy 
and space travel? 

Van der Post, a sensitive and perceptive Dutch-origin South 
African, attempts to find in the Bushmen of Africa a window 
on the natural world for civilized men. The word ‘‘civilized’’ 
is, of course, capable of more than one definition. Are we, 
of Northern European origin, or the Bushmen, more civilized? 

By all accounts, Van der Post’s and other, the Bushmen, 

until wantonly attacked by both black and white men in Africa, 
lived a life of compassion and love—and in extraordinary har- 
mony with the natural world about them. In economic terms 
their life was backward, and where the Bushmen still exist— 
a shrinking area—it still is: The Bushmen are hunters and 
food-gatherers, not settled agriculturalists, and aside from the 
making of simple sandals, bows, arrows and spears not a man- 
ufacturing people. 
THE READER WILL HAVE to judge for himself wheth- 
er this life is more or less “‘civilized’’ than the life he 
knows. The present book follows “The Lost World of the 
Kalahari,” in which Van der Post told the story of his search 
for the Bushmen. The present book, which reads well alone, 
attemps to get at the meaning he found in the Bushmen. 

It is prose poetry, as are most of Van der Post’s books, 
and is not to be judged as ethnology or anthropology. 

The book’s title comes from an incident in which Van der 
Post came upon a young native mother in the desert, holding 
her boy-baby up to the night sky. Van der Post's Bushman in- 
terpreter explained: 

“The stars up there have heart in plenty and are great hunt- 
ers, She is asking them to take from her little child his little 
heart and to give him the heart of a hunter.” 

VAN DER POST TELLS some wonderfully fine stories 
he heard from the Bushmen, stories of nature, of spirits— 
stories in which the author finds deep religious meaning, often 
suggestive of the Judaeo-Christian religious tradition. There is, 
however, a difference, mostly that the Bushmen relate so 
clearly and fully with nature. 

The Bushman lives on an intuitive plane more than most 
men, and it is that aspect of his experience which Van der Post 
thinks may be of value to “modern men.’ One form of the 
Bushman’s intuitive knowing is to hear a ‘‘tapping”’ inside him, 
like a diminutive African drum. 

“Only those who are stupid and do not understand these 
teachings,’ the Bushman said, ‘disobey the tapping in them- 
selves.’ How full our world, particularly my native world in 
Africa, does seem of fools who will not heed the urgent future 
tapping in their hearts? If only the clamour of words could die 
down in the world for a day and the modern man could be alto- 
gether silent, as the Bushman was commanded to be when he 
felt the tapping coming on in himself, he might hear perhaps 
his rejected. aboriginal self, his love of life and element of 
renewal, tapping on his own back door.”

SCARNE’S COMPLETE GUIDE TO GAMBLING, by John 

Scarne. (Simon and Schuster, 714 pgs., $10.)

YOU JUST CAN’T WIN. That's the message John 
carne puts across, whether by design or not, in his new book, 
“Scarne’s Complete Guide to Gambling.” But 86,000.000 
Americans don’t, or won’t, believe him. They keep on trying. 
And in so doing they wager about 500 billion dollars a year. 
Those are Scarne’s figures, arrived at after an exhaustive years- 
long study of gambling in every conceivable form. 

The 500-billion-dollar figure (for 1960) doesn’t represent what 
was actually lost. There were, of course, some winners as 
well as many losers. It was the turnover for the year. But out 
of that astronomical sum one-tenth, or 50 billions, wound up in 
the hands of professional or private operators, racketeers, 
skilled players, or cheats. 

carne is generally recognized as the world’s foremost author- 
ity on gambling, and as such is consultant to several governments 
and a half dozen of the world’s most famous casinos. At various 
times he is called upon to do investigative work for the FBI and 
other law enforcement agencies, and even private individuals. 
As a nimble-finger card manipulator he has no peer. 

Years of study, along with a native knack for mathematics, 
has made him an expert on odds, percentages and the mathe- 
matical structure of games of chance. Hé deals in his book not 
only with major forms of gambling such as horse racing, crap 
shooting, poker, gin rummy, sweepstakes, roulette and slot 
machines, but also with lesser card games, the numbers racket, 
Sports events betting, punchboards, and more than 30 carnival, 
fair and amusement-park games in which all players are suckers. 
ODDLY ENOUGH, Scarne says. women outnumber men 
as gambiers. Out of the 86,000,000 who gambled in one way 
or another in 1960, 46,000,000 were women. The men, however, 
wagered about 70 per cent of the money involved. And out of 
the 500 billions bet, about 98 per cent was wagered illegally. 

In all games of chance, the odds are against the players. 
There is nothing more futile, Scarne says, than to try to work 
Out a “‘system’’ that will overcome the adverse odds. If there 
is One game where strategy will work, it is blackjack, but that 
secret he keeps to himself except to say that it requires uncanny 
card-memory and the ability to remember every card played 

As to odds, Scarne provides them for every game in what 
his publisher says is ‘‘the most extensive mathematical analysis 
of gambling ever written.’ Horse race bookies have a 10 per 
cent edge. Legal tracks get 10 to 17 per cent, actually closer 
to 30 per cent considering that much of the money is bet over 
and over again. Bookies on sports events have a take of 4 to 8 
per cent. The house odds on dice games is 8 to 16 per cent. 
In blackjack, the house advantage is 5.9 per cent, in roulette, 
9.6 per cent. Slot machines rarely pay back as much as 90 cents 
on the dollar, oiten even less than 80 per cent. Odds in the 
numbers game are 46 to 55 per cent against the player. Bingo 
pays back only 50 cents on the dollar. In the Irish Sweepstakes, 
the odds of taking down first prize is one in 305,000. In carnival 
and fair games, even the honest operators take down 30 per cent. 


NOT MUCH ENCOURAGEMENT (for the average 
gambler! For the skilled gambler, one who acquires a knowledge 
of odds, percentages and probabilities, there is encouragement, 
particularly in card games. For example, over an extended 
period the skilled poker player who has a mathematical knowl- 
edge of the game will win over those who trust to blind Juck. 

Poker, incidentally, is the most popular of all card games 
and, Scarne insists, the one in which science and skill count 


most. About 24,000,000 men and 23,000,000 women play poker 
more or less regularlv. Rummy in its various forms comes 
second in popularity, with bridze a close third among women,

Secretary of Labor Proposes Attack on Money Problem 


By EDWARD F. WOODS 


SECRETARY OF LABOR Arthur 
J. Goldberg, who recently wrote the finale 
to an unseemly economic dispute involv- 
ing the Metropolitan Opera Association 
and the New York Musicians Union, has 
set the tone for what many in and out of 
Government hope will be an awakening 
of a national sense of responsibility to- 
ward the arts. 

Since last August, when President Ken 
nedy persuaded the Metropolitan and the 
union representing its 92-member orches- 
tra tO submit the issues in their wage 
dispute to binding arbitration by trouble- 
shooter Goldberg, the Secretary had pains- 
takingly analyzed the issues in the com- 
plex, personality-ridden controversy, 
which had threatened for a time to cancel 
the Metropolitan's season. 

Goldberg's findings, contained in a 4000- 
word document made public Dec. 14, held, 
substantially, that both sides in the dis- 
pute were right. The union was justified 
in demanding increases for its Metropoli- 
tan orchestra members to help tide them 
over the long months when the Metro- 
politan Opera House was ‘‘dark.”” The 
Metropolitan management was justified 
in rejecting the demands because the 
money wasn’t there 
THE SECRETARY ’S wage award 
~—an immediate $10 weekly increase 
$180, plus further improvements over a 
three-year period—was anti-climactic, but 
the variation Goldberg introduced in his 
findings was sweet music to mnilllions 
across the land, concerned, as was Secre- 
tary Goldberg, over the grave financial 
difficulty facing some of the foremost 
institutions of American culture 

Goldberg found that the plight of the 
performing arts in the United States was 
not caused by a decline in interest or 
growth—which he found ‘‘explosive’’—but 
by a lack of funds. 

Hence, Goldberg, doubling by now as 
an unofficial Secretary of Cultural Affairs, 
is proposing an all-out attack on the basic 
financial problem through outright subsi- 
dies to the arts from all levels of govern 
ment, greater support from business and 
labor organizations and the formation of 
a Federal Advisory Council! to focus atten- 
tion on the financial plight of the per- 
forming arts. 

While Goldberg, peering ow!l-like from 
behind big, horn-rimmed glasses, con- 
tends that his views, especially as they 
involve federal subsidies, are not ‘‘neces- 
sarily those of my sponsor—the President 
of the United States’’—it is assumed here 
that much of what the Secretary is pro- 
posing will find its way into President 
Kennedy's State of the Union message 
next month or into other Presidential 
advisory messages to the Congress 

Emphasizing that the problem of the 
arts in America is one of growth, not 
decline, Goldberg points out these spe- 
cifics: America has 5090 community thea- 
ters, outnumbering radio and television 
stations: there are more than 500 opera- 
producing groups, seven times as many 
as 15 years ago; symphony orchestras 
now total 1110, twice as many as only 
10 years ago 

Goldberg concedes that these resources 
for consumption of artistic creation do 
not of themselves assure creativity. How- 


~ 


ever, he thinks the climate is growing 
more receptive to the creative artist and 
an era of unequaled cultural achievement 
may well be at hand for the nation. 

THE AMERICAN artistic scene, 
while alive and vibrant, is one in which 
some institutions are having grave money 
problems, in Goldberg's appraisal, and 
these include, not only the Metropolitan 
Opera, but other opera associations and 
a number of leading symphony orchestras 
Individual benelactors and patrons ‘‘just 
aren't there anymore” as they once were 
and even if they were there, as the 
nation becomes a more cultural. demo 
racy, it becomes less and less appropriate 
for the nation’s cultural institutions to 
depend on the generosity of a very few 
of the verv wealthy. as Goldberg sees 
The sweeping recommendations he ad- 
vances, have at their heart the premise

that the principal support for the arts 
must, in the future as at present, come 
from the public through season subscrip- 
tions and special associations for the sup- 
port of particular activities 

Patrons and benefactors would continue 
to play a vital role, Goldberg feels, espe- 
cially in an age of esthetic creativity in 
which the tastes and interests of many 
of the best artists will run ahead of the 
general standards of the times 

According to his recommendations, cor 
porations should increasingly expand their 
support of community activities to include 
the arts. He cites the Texaco-sponsored 
broadcasts of the Metropolitan Opera, 
television dramas sponsored by the West- 
inghouse Co. and the Hallmark Card Co., 
and institutional advertisements of Con- 
tainer Corp. of America, using modern 
art, as examples of other forms of support 
business could give 
AS FOR THE labor movement, Gold 
berg believes it has a responsibility to 
support the arts similar to that which 
he assigns to business. While unions have 


contributed to support of children’s and 
other special concerts, their community 
contributions have, on the whole, been, 
like those of business, in educational and 
charitable areas. 

Municipalities could increase their aid 
to museums and sponsor ‘‘artists-in-resi- 
dence” at state universities, in the Gold- 
berg scheme of the future, and the Fed- 
eral Government could become a direct 
consumer of the arts by commissioning 
sculpture, painting and awarding musical 
scholarships. 

Perhaps the most proper role for the 
Federal Government, in order to circum- 
vent the possibility of political or govern- 
mental interference with the arts and 
artists, might be in support of theaters, 
concert halls and galleries. This should 
not preclude, in Goldberg's opinion, fed- 
eral subsidies for musical and theatrical 
performances, granted on a matching 
basis, with the larger share of the funds 
coming from private sources or state or 
local governments 

While it should be a matter of princi- 
pal interest that the artist remain a tree 
man, Goldberg sees no contradiction in 
an artist being a free man and well-fed 
at the same time.’ Nor would honoring 
musicians, performers and creative art- 
ists make them less independent, Goldberg 
feels. Thus he seconds a proposal bv 
President Kennedy for establishment. of 
a national honors system for recognition 
of artistic achievement. 

The proposed Federal Council on the 
Arts, by no means an original idea with 
Goldberg, would have several functions 
in terms of promoting local, state and 
federal co-operation in maintaining and 
increasing the cultural resources of the 
nation, of which the most important, at 
the moment, is raising money. 
GOLDBERG SUGGESTS obliquely 
that if the proposed Federal Council could 
stimulate greater appreciation of the arts 
n the councils of government, it might 
successfully advance revenue-producing 
measures along the following lines 

I—An increase in income tax deduc- 
tions for contributions to the arts At 
present a taxpayer may deduct up to 20 
per cent of adjusted gross income for 
charitable gifts, but in the case of gifts 
to churches, operating schools and col- 
leges and certain types of hospitals and 
medical research organizations, the limi- 
tation is 30 per cent. The arts might 
be included in the 30 per cent group. 

2—Special tax provisions to permit art- 
ists to spread their earnings Over a nor- 
mal life employment span instead of 
requiring them to pay at a heavier rate 
on earnings frequently concentrated in a 
comparatively short period of years 

3—Collection of rovalties by the Fed. 
eral Government on ntusic on which 
federal copyrights have expired. It has 
been calculated that total potential in- 
come from royalties on music now in the 
public domain would be $6.520,000 a year 

Secretary Goldberg weighs problems of 
the arts in an appropriate settine.

Two Main Approaches to Art 


Value of Today and of the 


By TOM V. RITCHIE 


THE DIMENSION of time provides 
to inviting avenues or approaches along 
which a work of art may be explored 
and experienced, enjoyed and understood. 
An awareness of what these are, coupled 
with. preparation to use them, will yield 
many dividends to those who seek to 
understand ard erjoy the arts. 

The first of these avenues of the time- 
dimensional experience is that of the 
present, the here and now. What mean- 
inzs does ‘this work of art have for us 
as people of the mid-twentieth century? 
Does it hold a vital messave for us or 
create an impact on our generation? What 
kind of response does it evoke tod*y? 

Without seeking to diminish its im- 


portance or to question the valid'ty> 


of that type of approach, consideration 
should be given to another possibility 
which can also offer much to increase 
our understanding and enjoyment and 
which is very likely to help in providing 
a basis for defining the value of the work 
in question. 

THIS OTHER APPROACH lies 
through the era or “period’’ when the 
work of art was produced. What did it 
mean to its contemporaries? What were 
the relationships of this work of art to 
its day, its surroundings? Were the known 
techniques and materials of its day uti- 
lized to their best advantage? 

Did it express something which was 
new in its day? Did it introduce a new 
way of saying something? To what de- 
gree does it possess a time—universa! 
which brings the same or like ideas and 
ideals to us as it did to its contemporaries? 

Of these two approaches, the former 
is more apparent and doubtless more 
frequently used. Some may even feel that 
it is the only valid one. They may be- 
lieve that their enjoyment, their under- 
standing, and in short their total response 
to the art work should be based only on 
the meaning which it has for the here 
and now. Too often these are the only 
terms on which the viewer or listener is 
prepared to enjov or appreciate. Just 
as regrettable is the fact that some glibly 
proceed to reject or condemn a work 
only on those terms. 

However, careful consideration of the 
matter will show us that a work of art 
need not be enjoved or fully appreciated 
oniy in terms of today. Nor should it 
be judged solely on those bases. Some 
portion of an art work's validity must 
reside in the degree to which it attained 
artistic excellence as measured by the 
terms which were current when the work 
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BEETHOVEN 


was created. Thus it may have a kind 
of onzoing or continuing validity. 
NOBODY WOULD insist that the 
masterpicces of earlier creative artist 
can have, or should have, the same 
meanings for us as they had for the so- 
ciety within which they were created. 
We must not be surprised if Handel's 
“Messiah” evokes a different response 
from us than that which it drew from 
eighteenth century Dublin and: London. 

Nor should we bé surprised, rept!sed. 
or irritated if Beethoven’s Sixth Symphony 
does not create the same efiect on us as 
it may have on the Vienna of his time. 

What we should do is to prepare our- 
selves to enter into the experience of 
hearing the works of earlier times with 
some degree of understanding and sym- 
pathy for the joys, sorrows, attitudes and 
philosophies of the creative artists of 
those tinfes and their contemporaries. 
The opportunity of communing thus with 
previous peoples, of understanding their 
problems. and the solutions which they 
managed, is one of the intellectua! delights 
offered to each succeeding generation. 
This type of communication can do much 
to increase our enjoyment and under- 
standing of the arts. 

Besides increasing our enjoyment and 
appreciation, the dimension of time may 
be used in arriving at some deeper un- 
derstanding of the value of a work of 
art in the whole perspective of man’s 
intellectual experience—in evaluating its

part in bringing us to where we are today 
Part of our admiration for the works of 
Charles Ives, for example, comes from a 
realization of what these works contain. 
But further, a large share of that admira- 
tion comes from the knowledge that Ives 
did what he did when he did. 

THIS GAINING of a broader basis 
for acceptance or rejection of a work 
produced at a time other than our own 
can be an important dividend of the 
preparation for a time-dimensional ex- 
perience. 

Originality, freshness, craft, spon- 
taneity—these and many other qualities 
may be named as desirable or even 
necessary essences of a valid work of 
art. Again, application of the dimension 
of time will help to shed light on the 
validity of the work in question becauge 
we must remember that such essencds 
have been defined differently at different 
times. Furthermore, the values attached 
to these essences have changed from one 
era to another. What one generation has 
esteemed highly, another has shunned. 

The immediate appeal to the senses 
is an element of the art experience which, 
it is to be hoped, will always be present 
Not even the rankest sort of pedantry 
would deny the worth and desirability 
of the sheer instinctive delight to be found 
in phenomena like color and sound. Nev- 
ertheless, a combination of the two ave- 
ries or approaches, the one stemminz 
from the neriod of the work of art an? 
the other lincd with the terms of today’s 
wo-ld—will allo eech of us to hear more, 
sce more enjoy more 
IT IS UP to us to develop our knowl- 
edze and understanding of the past and 
a sympathy with eerlier pecples so that 
we may be able to approach and exp'ore 
the arts in a more far-reaching sense. 
Such preparation will not only make us 
receptive to a stimulating experience but 
may deter us from rejecting works ‘‘out 
of hand’’ simply because we feel that 
they do not speak to us in the dynamic 
language of today. 

The accidents and vagaries of time are 
many and marvelous. It is likely that 
the time will come again when some of 
those works, now set aside, wil] be called 
forth to serve the esthetic need of ours 
or a later generation. 

This has happened many times before, 
Bach and Rembrandt being cases in point. 
There seems to be no reason why we 
shouldn’t explore every possible approach, 
including those of the time-dimensional. 
Such exploratian will lead us to a larger, 
more satisfying experience and is almost 
certain to broaden and strengthen the 
rationale on which we base our judgments.

DONIZETTI’S OPERA “Lucia di Lammermoor” is 
pretty thin stuff and badly needs a star who is capaale of as?on- 
ishing vocal calisthenics. Joan Sutherland is just such a star and 
in consequence a recent recording of this opera has a special 
reason for being. Indeed the whole cast is excellent. Renato 
Cioni, a lyrical Italian tenor whose voice also has substance. 
sings the role of Edgardo; Robert Merrill is a perceptive and 
tonally rich Lord Ashton and Cesare Siepi sings the role of Rai- 
mondo. The smaller roles are well handled too 

[he chorus and orchestra of L’'Accademia di Santa Cecilia of 
Rome supplies the filling and the background for this typically 
star’s theatrical piece and the whole production is ably conducted 
by John Pritchard. Miss Sutherland handles the runs. trills and 
volutes of the leading role with a warm and flexible voice. She 
is proficient in the coloratura work but she is a good artist as 
well and actually makes something quite substantial out of the 
role of this half-~witted bride of the Lammecmoors 

Merrill and Siepi sing beautifully. So all in all a good produc- 
tion makes a rather poor opera amount to something. The sound 
reproduction is excellent. (London, Stereophonic, three records.) 
“THE WONDER OF CHRISTMAS”? is an unusual 
combination of carols sung by Frances Archer and Beverly Gill, 
a soprano and alto combination of an excellent quality and inter- 
pretative good sense. The carols are certainly off-beat—that is, 
they are not heard often and have an intrinsic as well as a novel 
quality. The duo's program includes ‘I Wonder as I Wander.” an 
English religious foik song which has been changed consider 
ably by Southern singers; ‘“‘The Cherry Tree” in an arrangement 
that was heard in Kéntucky and ‘Jesu, Jesu, Rest Your Head” 
in an arrangement by John Jacob Niles 

rhe quality of the music and the performance, which cembines 
vocal merit with a moving simplicity, make this record worth 
having without reference to its Christmas associations. The sing- 
ers are accompanied by the Maurice Levine Chamber Orchestra. 
(Stand, Monaural, one record.) 

BEETHOVEN’S DIABELLI VARIATIONS car. 
ries the same handicap as any musical work in this form and 
the pianist Julius Katchen uses a lively imagination in keeping 
the variations really varied. The composer, of course, has given 
him something to work with in that he has made each of 
the variations an autonomous piece and musically appealing, 
Beethoven has organized these variations along organic lines: 
they not only make use of extraordinary skill in developing the 
theme with musical logic but they also build steadily toward a 
climax. Katchen produces a good tone and reacts to the music 
with imagination. (London, Stereophonic, one record.) 
BALLET SUITES composed by Rameau, Gretry and Gluck 
and arranged by Felix Mott] are well played on a recording 
mace by the Hartford Symphony Orchestra under ‘the direction 
of Fritz Mahler, The music sounds, at times, as if the conductor 
were afraid to be as free as he liked because the orchestra might 
be got out of control. All of this music follows a ‘‘style galante.” 
It is courtly but not pretentious. The reproduction is excellent. 
(Vanguard, Steréophonic, one record.) 


THE VIENNA PHILHARMONIC ORCHESTRA, 
with Karl Munchinger as conductor and Willi Boskovsky as violin 
soloist give a charming performance of Mozart's ‘Haffner’ Sere- 
nade. This is definitive baroque music and full of the much 
vaunted Mozartean charm. It offers no problems, except to the 
performers, perhaps, who must realize that it is a long work 
without too much variety and hence liable to the law of dimin- 
ishing returns. Mozart's charm holds up until the end. The 
orchestral sound is quite beautiful and the style is appropriate, 
Boskovsky is not a great virtuoso but he plays the solo parts here 
with affecting grace. (London, Stereophonic, one record.) 
PRESENT-«DAY music lovers who have heard about the 
“Golden Age” of opera can hear what it was like at its best by 
listening to a record by Nellie Melba. The eminent Australian 
diva shows a fairly wide range in recorded program devoted 
to operatic arias and songs which includes Tosti’s ‘“‘Mattinata.” 
“Serenata” and “‘Goodbve” the ‘‘Mad Scene” from “Lucia di 
Lammermoor,” “Caro Nome” from Verdi's “Rigoletto.” The 
Jewel Song from ‘‘Faust,” ‘“Addio” from Puccini's ‘“‘La 
Boheme” and several others. Her voice was pure and even in 
scale, immensely flexible and powerful too. She sounds cold, 
however, in comparison with modern singers who are more inter- 
ested in dramatic interpretation than producing an even, fault- 
less scale. 

What is particularly impressive is the evenly weighted and 
colored legato though some listeners may prefer her remarkable 
dexterity and limberness in such fioriture pieces as the “‘Mad 
Scene’ and Bishop's “‘Lo Hear the Gentle Lark.” 

Her phenomenal control will astonish those who have not 
heard her records before. There is nobody singing before the 
public today who has such ease in attack and release. Her intona- 
tion, too, is usually flawless 

Most of the accompaniments In this recording are played by 
piano. The quality of the recording, of course, does not com- 
pare with present day standards but it is good enough to 
cemonstrate that Melba did indeed have a phenomenal voice.

An increase of one third in Laclede Gas Co.'s earnings for 
@ach common share in the next three or four years has been 
predicted with qualifications by H. R. Derrick, president. 


Earnings of the local gas util- 
ity are expected to climb to 
about $2 a share, compared with 
earnings of $1.51 a share in the 
fiscal year end- 
ed last Sept. 30, 
he told the Post- 
Dispatch. He 
had made the 
game forecast 
recently to a 
meeting of the 
New York So 
ciety of Finan- 
cial Analysts. 

Derrick em- 
phasized that 
the estimate H. R. Derrick 
was based on obtaining a favor- 
able decision by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission on 
the company’s pending request 
for higher rates, on obtaining an 
additional gas supply and on eco- 
nomic growth of the area. 

He declined to comment on 
whether additional requests for 
higher rates would be made. If 
the cost of gas supplied to La- 
elede is not increasetl, no in- 
crease in rates would be neces- 
sary, he said. But other costs 
could rise, requiring the com- 
pany to seek relief in higher 
rates, he pointed out. 

Decision Expected Soon. 

The Missouri Public Service 
Commission will deliver soon a 
decision on the company’s appli- 
cation filed last May for higher 
rates. This increase would boost 
revenues by $3,700,000 a year. 
The increase sought was to off- 
set the higher gas costs resulting 
from Mississippi River Fuel’s 
rate increase effective last June 
15 and the higher cost of the new 
gas supply from Mississippi 
River Transmission Corp., a sub- 
sidiary of Mississippi River Fuel. 
All of Laclede's pipeline supply 
comes from the two companies. 

The increased rates requested 
would not boost the company’s 
per share earnings, Derrick said. 
The delay in authorization of 
higher rates has reduced the 
company’s earnings about four 
cents a share in the last fiscal 
year, Derrick said. The company 
earned $1.55 a share in fiscal 
1960, compared with $1.51 in the 
last year. 

_ Part of the decrease in earn-

ings resulted from an increase in 
the rate of depreciation author- 
ized April 1, 1960, by the com- 
mission. Depreciation, depletion 
and amortization expense totaled 
$4,585,000 in fiscal 1960, an in- 
crease of $829,000 over the 1960 
amount. Most of the increase 
was the result of growth of plant 
investment, but revised depre- 
ciation rates also accounted for 
some of the rise, the company’s 
annual report states. 

Net profits on common stock- 
holders’ equity in Laclede are 
higher than for the average man- 
ufacturing company. Net income 
available to common stock in the 
year ended last Sept. 30 
amounted to $5,441,295. This is a 
12 per cent return on common 
stock equity of $45,548,170 at the 
end of the year. In fiscal 1960, 
the return to common stock 
amounted to 13 per cent. 

Manufacturing companies last 
year earned an average of 10.5 
per cent on net assets, the First 
National City Bank has calcu- 
lated. 

Laclede's earnings in the last 
few years have been affected 
by colder than normal tempera- 
tures in the heating seasons 
They were 8 per cent colder 
than normal in the 1960-6] winter 
and 11 per cent colder in the 
previous year 

Laclede has several possibili- 
ties of increasing its gas supply, 
Derrick said. Additional gas 
could be obtained if the Federal! 
Power Commission upholds te 
decision of its examiner, Fran- 
cis L. Hall, to take gas away 
from Mississippi River Fuel's in- 
dustrial customers and allocate 
it to utilities. 

Other Gas Sources. 

Additional gas could be ob- 
tained) from Mississippi River 
Transmission, but this is high 
cost gas, Derrick said 

There 16 a possibility that 
Laclede could obtain gas from 
Oklahoma lilinois Gas Pipe 
Co., which is proposing a pipe- 
line from western Oklahoma to 
the St. Louis area. Derrick said 
no study will be made of the 
latter possibility, pending the 
outcome of the company’s at- 
tempts to increase its supply 
from Mississippi River Fuel.

MARION, Ill., 
INMATES of federal

| have an unusual if somewhat 

dubious distinction: they will be 
incarcerated in the world’s most 
modern prison 

Located outside Marion—which 
is 120 miles southeast of St 
Louis in Williamson county—this 
will be the first major fed- 
eral prison to be built in almost 
25 years, and will cost $10,000,- 
000. It will be a departure from 
the traditional prison structure 
not only in design, but in meth- 
ods of construction as well. 

Further, it will be tHe first 
prison in history to serve as a 
clinic for the training and 
“internship” of prospective 
wardens and other prison staff 
members 

Situated in a 1000-acre tract in 
a remote corner of the 44,000- 
acre Crab Orchard Wildlife Ref- 
uze, the prison was designed as 
a maximum custody institution. 

Its immates, according to 
James V. Bennett, director 
the United States Bureau of 
Prisons, will be 600 to 700 of 
more rebellious type 
as being escape-proof 
will rank second 
Alcatraz 

But unlike the inmates of 
Alcatraz, who are considered 
completely intractable, the pris- 
soners here will be men who are 
considered not altogether hope- 
less material for rehabilitation. 
They will be mainly older offend- 
ers serving long terms. 

“Over the years, and since 
most of our penitentiaries were 
built,” Bennett explained in a 
Washington interview, ‘‘there 
has been a gradual change in 
attitude toward prison inmates. 
There was a time when they 
were treated all alike. They were 
given a number, marched from 
place to place, and browbeaten 
by men with guns. The work was 
essentially the same for all— 
usually some ‘make work’ job 
such as breaking rocks on a rock 
pile. Prisons were built of stone, 
steel and fear 

“But times have changed. In 
the federal prison system today 
the operation is based upon 
hope and incentive. The tract- 
able, reformable prisoner, the 
man who wants to go back into 
society as a changed and re- 
formed person, and who wants 
to profit by his mistakes, is 
separated from the intractable, 
incorrigible prisoner.” 

But even the rebellious, es- 
cape-conscious prisoners “are no

By the time he down to 
his drawing board, Gyo Obata, 
who designed the prison, had be- 
come something of an authority 
on prisons himself. “We spent 
weeks on research,” he _ ex- 
plained, “and we had endless 
conferences with members of 
the Bureau of Prisons to find 
out exactly what they wanted 
beyond, of course, the basic re- 
quirement of keeping men in 
confinement.” 

The architect visited a number 
of state and federal prisons, in- 
cluding Alcatraz, ‘to the 
feel,” he explained, ‘‘and to 
learn what was good and what 
was bad in prison design.”’ 

Obata’ made eight different de- 
signs before he arrived at an 
adaptation which, in the words 
of Bennett, “‘is so ingenious that 
it must be considered a new 
concept in prison design.”

The first departure from tra- 
ditional design lay in the control 
center, usually situated near the 
entrance to a prison. ““The con- 
trol center,”’ Obata pointed out, 
‘is really the nucleus of prison. 
We came up with a plan which 
puts it where it belongs, right in 
the center of the prison.”’ 


Split-level arrangement of cells is one of the features of 

the new penitentiary. Standing in doorway is TED SHUSTER, 

construction superintendent. At his shoulder is floor level 

of upper row of cells. About three steps down from where 
he is standing is floor level of lower cells. 


Extending outward from this 
point are four corridors, ar- 
ranged in what Obata calls a 
‘pinwheel design’ in that they 
all come to the center, but none 
goes straight through. Main cir- 
culation of activity through the 
prison is by means of the four 
corridors at right angles to one 
another, 

Two - story, 72-man housing 
units are ranged along two of 
the corridors. A third leads to 
rows of special purpose cells, in- 
cluding admission and orienta- 
tion, hospital cells and close 
custody cells. Opposite this cor- 
ridor are facilities such as the 
dining room, iaundry and chapel. 

The fourth corridor extends

from the front of the building 
into a passage that leads to the 
administration building. 

The design of the building 
lends itself to security in that 
various centers of activity are 
also near the center of the area. 
[his includes the auditorium, 
library, dining hall and chapel, 
an arrangement which tends, 
Obata pointed out, to draw in- 
mate activity toward the center 
of the prison, rather than away 
from it, as is the case in most 
prisons. 


Inmates will have another 
distinction in that they will be 
occupying the first split-level 
prison—with a view, of sorts,

He started with Geneva, but 
found Switzerland too hermetical- 
ly sealed against cultural pur- 
suits. Very soon his wife and 
his three children were all packed 
into his large estate car (station 
wagon) and heading for England.

“One dav, after we'd been 
playing tennis at the club, we 
saw a For Sale sign outside the 
place.

As a concession to American- 
ism, central heating was in- 
stalled, but bottlecrushers (gar- 
bage disposal units) and other 
gadgets, beloved by United 
States expatriates on the Surrey 
stockbroker fringe, have been 
kept at bay. 

Nothing, not even the damp 
fog of an English winter, keeps 
Mead and his wife off the courts. 
While he was playing “mixed 
doubles at Weybridge, the mu- 
sical of ‘“‘How to Succeed”’ was 
taking shape in New York. ” 

A number of years ago two 
scripi-writing friends of Mead 
had worked on a ‘‘treatment”’ 
of his book. This didn't come 
off, and it went into a deep 
drawer. Then a couple of vears 
back Mead’s literary agent dug 
it out to show Abe 

Burrows called in Frank Loes- 
ser with whom he had worked 
on ‘Guys and Dolls.” The 
mysterious alchemy of a mu- 
sical success on Broadway had 
begun 

In late September Mead and 
his wife returned to an America 
which they hadn't seen since the 
summer of 1957. They reached 
Philadelphia in time to catch the 
last performance there before 
the show, already tipped as a 
hit, moved to New York for its 
opening at the 46th Street The- 
ater 

Mead had given Burrows a 
free hand, but he was delighted 
to find how much of his original 
material had been retained in 
the script 


Burrows. 


At the start the hero (played 
by Bobby Morse), who pur- 
sues all the tricks advocated 
by Mead for getting ahead, 
arrives on stage actually car- 
rving an open copy of *“‘How 
to Succeed.” 

‘In fact,”’ the author said 
gleefully, “the show is a two- 
hour commercial for the 
book.” 


Mead’s customary pose of 
understatement breaks down 
when talking about the show. 
“It is the funniest musical 
comedy ever written,” he as- 
serted. 

After three busy weeks in New 
York he was quite happy to duck 
out of the limelight, to return 
to London where he is hardly 
known, and to settle quietly in 
Weybridge, where his newly 
acquired English friends prob- 
ably regard his association with 
the theater as an eccentricity 
best not talked about in front 
of the children. 

I said I was interested to know 
if he was happy to sink back 
into obscurity. Would Broadway 
let him? Wouldn’t he be lured 
back to America? Didn't he feel 
the urge now to go back and 
write a show himself? 

“I’ve come to the conclusion 
Tm not a_ playwright,” was 
Mead’s answer, “and [ don't 
really understand the musical as 
a form. Oh, yes, there undoubt- 
ediy will be other shows. Moss 
Hart is interested in making a 
musical from my novel ‘Big 
Ball of Wax.’ But on the whole 
I shall be happy to supply the 
basic material as | did in ‘How 
to Succeed.’ 

“I'd want to go back and see 
the show once it was in shape, 
but as a family we're set in 
England for the next few years. 
With children in school you can’t 
go banging about like a film 
Star. 

“Perhaps when they are col- 
lege age we shall return to the 
states. But even so I’m not 
the sort of writer who wants to 
be at every conférence and re- 
hearsal of a show. 

“I wouldn’t help, and anyway 
advertising has given me a hor- 
ror of Group Think. It’s my 
belief that two people do half 
the work of one, and so the few- 
er people dabbling in a show the 
better.” 

One can see Shepherd Mead'’s 
ideas shaping up nicely into a 
new book. The title, ‘How to 
Write a Musical Without Actu- 
ally Writing.”

“THE LEAGUE OF GENTLEMEN,” an excellent British 
comedy-melodrama at the APOLLO ART, combines the flair for 
fascinating adventure of a Robert Louis Stevenson, the dry and 
trbane wit of a Somerset Maugham and the suspense develop- 

_ment of a Hitchcock, 

mt has an ex-lieutenant colonel played by Pack Hawkins whose 
retirement was enforced after 25 years of impeccable service and 
who decides to get even. He plans to rob a bank of 1,000,000 
pounds. There have been many American films ebout schemes 
to rob banks, but this is different in its audacity, its intelligent 
personnel, the thoroughness of the planning, and the irony and 
satire that go with it. Col. Hyde decides to call & ‘Operation 
Golden Fleece” and to plan it as though it were a military oper- 
ation. For his “gang” he shrewdly enlists, by sending halves of 
five-pound notes along with invitations to a dinner, seven former 
army officers, all of whom were cashiered for various illegalities. 

These seven rascals are currently having a hard time, so are 
willing. Each is a specialist—bomb disposal, electronics, intelli- 
gence, weapons, supply, etc. They operate in military fashion, 
living together in a ‘“‘barracks,’’ under military discipline, having 
staff meetings. Their first foray—to get arms—is against an army 
supply depot, with some of them disguised as an inspecting gen- 
eral and his staff. Col. Hyde craftily throws the blame for the 
raid on the Irish Republican Army. The actual bank operation is 
masterfully planned and executed—such things as putting a smoke 
screen around the bank, blowing up all telephone lines and elec- 
trical cables to and from the bank, jamming all police radios in 
a five-mile radius, the “‘assault group’’ wearing gas masks. 

The excitement is high and the suspense is tgut, often relieved 
with dry humor.

Hollywood Optimistic 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 30 (AP). 


IT WAS A YEAR OF trial and tragedy for Hollywood. 

Trouble came in big doses in 1961. Economics ground away 
at the movie industry, and there was much cry that films were 
becoming immoral, More of the greats were taken by death. 

But show people are incurable optimists. At year’s end they 
managed to find hope for the film business, which still could look 
lively when it was supposed to roll over and die. 

This is how the top 10 stories of Hollywood appeared to 
this reporter: 

1: Gary Cooper dies. Even though his death was expected 
after a wasting illness, it was front-page news all over the world. 
Hollywood itself never quite realized his greatness until he was 
gone. 

2. Liz Taylor wins Oscar.. She had previously captured 
headlines when she declined a rendezvous with death in 

a London hospital. Her tottering walk to collect her 

Oscar for “Butterfield 8” was one of the big moments of 

Academy history. 


3. THE FIRE. Hollywood found itself caught up in real-life 
drama when a brush fire swept the hills of Bel-Air and Brentwood. 
Some journals considered it a lark, but it was tragedy for 450 
families who lost their homes, including Burt Lancaster, Joe E. 
Brown and Zsa Zsa Gabor. 

4. Jeff Chandler dies. His death after surgery was a shock, 
since his ailment was considered minor. 

5. John Clark Gable born. This news was a joyous aftermath 
to the loss last year of Hollywood's king. 

6. The runaways. This was a continuing story that focused 
on Hollywood’s new economics. A congressional hearing looked 
into the problem but found no answer to the increasing move Wf 
film-making to foreign lands. 

7. Dinah Shore and George Montgomery part. This was the 
shocker amid the usual crop of filmland divorces. There was 
no preparation for the news of their impending divorce. 


8. Morality. Another year-long story concerning Holly- 
wood’s attempt to match the outspokenness of European 
films. The production code even cast off the ban on 
treatment of sex deviation. 


9. MARILYN MONROE divorces Arthur Miller. Double-M 
showed no loss of her knack for making news during 1961, her 
illnesses and dates with Frank Sinatra adding to the total. 

10. Lucille Ball remarries. Comedian Gary Morton announced 
“I love Lucy,”’ and they tied the knot in New York.

“Huntley used to come in with a piece of paper and pipe 
in hand and just ask why we didn’t do something with the 
ftem,”’ he explained. ‘‘Now we have conferences. We must be 
able to say what we're going to do by the preceding Monday. 
There are more people who need to know—the station promo 
tion blurb makers, the newspaper and magazine listing 
people.”’ 
>» HOWEVER, THERE are no mechanical problems in shift- 
ing the telecast. The set will be the same, the sponsor, Mutual 
of Omaha, will be the same. But, as Frank sees it, the show 
will have to bear in mind that on Fridays Huntley appears 
earlier on his evening news program with David Brinkley. 

“Our narrative will have to be fuller than a look at the 
mews; it will have to tell a story,” he said. 

The first show, for instance, will tell the story of Soviet 
mame-changing, the switch from Stalingrad to Volgagrad. It 
will also look in on an under-privileged Mexican family, 
tying it in with President Kennedy’s scheduled visit in Mexico. 

One other thing that happily will not be changed wil be 
the continued lack of outside interference with program con- 
teht, despite the weighty and more expensive fact that the 
show will be seen in prime night time rather than in cheaper 
daylight. 

“Over the past four years or so, things have happened 
with sponsors and the news,”’ Frank summed up. ‘‘They’ve 
learned not to talk to us and we've learned how to talk to 
them.’”

Medart Family of Restaurant Fame Is In Headlines Again

THE EATING PLACE on the 
wedge-shaped corner at Skinker 
boulevard and Clayton road has 
had new names, new decor and 
hew management within the past 
decade, but to old-timers it is 
still Medart’s, or ‘‘the old Me- 
dart’s,”” or, more accurately 
descriptive, ‘‘what used to be 
Medart's.”’ 

In St. Louis the name, Medart, 
is synonymous with hamburgers, 
but around the world the name 
has appeared in headlines, some- 
times tragic, sometimes ludi- 
crous, always colorful. The most 
recent headlines came Thursday 
when it was learned that the 
Countess of Coventry was filing 
suit in England to divorce her 
husband, the eleventh Earl of 
Coventry. The Countess is the 
former Ma-zie Devereux (Mimi) 
Medart, and the news started 
flashbacks into the past of Mimi 

and the rest of the Medarts. 


Mimi's parents were the late 
William S. Medart and Blossom 
Breneman Medart. Her mother 
was a silent film actress, known 
professionally as Donal Blossom, 
whose last screen role was in 
‘The Bride of the Colorado.” a 
Cecil B. De Mille production 
starring John Boles. Medart, 
son of a sporting goods equip- 
ment manufacturer, was a lead- 
ing amateur golfer. He settled 
down briefly with his bride in 
California and there noted the 
social rise of the lowly ham- 
burger, glorified by a Beverly 
Hills restaurateur who had made 
a million dollars in five years 

The Medarts returned to St. 
Louis, purchased the Skinker- 
Clayton lot and set about to 
glorify the hamburger here. 

They did every bit as well as 
their Beverly Hills mentor. The 
time was the 30s, the depression 
was in full downward swing, 
and the hamburger became fash- 
ionable. The Medart_ offering, 
served on a bun with an onion 
if preferred, but always with 
the green relish which made it 
distinctive, provided the proper 
ending to a night at the opera, 
@ visit to the movies or Sunday 
supper 

The Medarts acquired a home 
in Portland Place, a rather gay 
social life, and three children— 
Wilham Jr., Mimi, and Edward. 
Mimi attended Mary 

From time to time a minor 
fracas gm their names into 
pnm. Once during a stormy 
strike, Medart's restaurant was 
bombed. On another occasion, 
Mrs. Medart had her husband 
arrested for disturbing the 
peace, and explained subse- 
quently that he was a prince of 
a fellow but “just can’t drink.’ 

These brief flurries were noth- 
ing as compared to the flood of 
type set off during the summer 
of 1950 when the Medaris went 
to Europe and 16-year-old Mimi 
was ‘‘pursued” by King Farouk 
of Egypt. 

The story was launched by a 
Paris newspaper which de 
scribed Mimi as ‘‘delicious,”’ 
continued that Farouk was ‘‘say- 
ing it with flowers,’’ and con- 
cluded that the Medarts had 
“whisked”’ their daughter from 
Deauville to Biarritz. 


“Biarritz?” said the portly 
King with a reflective twirl of 
‘his regal mustache. ‘‘I must go 
there one of these days.”

In January 1951, tragedy struck 
the Medarts.. The father was 
killed in a fall from the fifth 
floor of their suite at the Hote!

ported that Medart rushed to the 
French-door window and, _al- 
though Edward tried to restrain 
him, plunged to the pavement 
in the Rue de Rivoli below.

Mrs. Medart became full 
owner of the restaurant prop 
erty, valued at $1,000,000. She 
has since married a French 
surgeon, Dr. Mairza Amara 
Son William has been divorced 
and has married again. 


For a while it looked as if 
Mimi's life was headed for a 
happy, fairytale ending. In 
April 1955 she married George 
William, eleventh Earl of Cov- 
entry. The Earl, educated at 
Eton and Sandhurst, had suc- 
ceeded to the title when his 
father was killed in World War 
Il. He was the youngest mem- 
ber of the House of Lords, They 
settled down to life in a May- 
fair home and a country house 
at Earl's Croome in Worcester- 
shire. 

Except for a jewel robbery at 
their home, most of the head- 
lines were social. The Earl and 
Countess visited the United 
States in the spring of 1957, were 
feted at Hotel Pierre and El 
Morocco in New York, visited 
the governor of Jamaica and 
the Fred Harveys in Nashville. 
A son was born in 1958 and was 
christened Edward George Wil- 
liam Omar, fourteenth Viscount 
Deerhurst, at a ceremony in the 
crypt of the House of Lords.

units, now under construction. 
“We are well prepared,”’ he 
said, “to take care of all new 
business the prison brings.” 

Congress authorized construc- 
tion of a new penitentiary after 
being repeatediy warned that 
crowding of federal prisons had 
reached the “danger point.’’ No 
less than 100 sugrested locations 
were studied before the Depart- 
ment of Justice selected the 
Government-owned tract in the 
Crab Orchard Wildlife Refuce as 
the cheapest and best site for an 
escape-proof prison 

Although the Marion peni- 
tentiary will be a maximum- 
security facility, it will not 
operate with the grimness and 
severity of restrictions that 
characterize Alcatraz. For crim- 
inals who are considered incor- 
rigible because of repeated of- 
fenses, deep hostility to society 
and inability to adjust, Alcatraz 
provides no newspapers, tele- 
vision or baseball diamond. 
Prisoners at Marion will have 
newspapers; for good behavior 
they will be granted access to 
TV sets in communal rooms. 
and there will be a field for 
sports recreation, 

What promises to be one of 
the most important and far- 
reaching developments in con- 
nection ‘with the new prison is 
the establishment, at the Uni- 
versity of Southern Illinois at 
nearby Carbondale, of a crimi- 
nal correction center for the 
study of criminology and the 
training of prison personne! 

The first such center in exist- 
ence, it is in the process of be- 
ing established by Myrl F. 
Alexander, former assistant di- 
rector of the U.S. Bureau of 
Prisons 

Alexander, who has spent 30 
years in the U.S. prison service, 
and who has won an interna- 
tional reputation for his far- 
sighted approach to criminology 


and penology, was the man with 
whom Obata worked most clése- 
ly in drawing up his designs for 
the new prison. 

It was during the design period 
that Alexander projected theidea 
of tying the prison and university 
together into a sort of dual labo- 
ratory for such studies.

This policy casts $10.for a 
three-day trip, $16.05 for five 
days and $129.50 for 180 days, 


Broad Coverage 

One insurance agent told Out- 
doors that he carries a pocket- 
ful of circulars on deer shooting 
trips and does considerable pal- 
icy writing for his hunting com- 
panions 

Comprehensive personal liabil- 
ity policies are generally broad 
enough to provide protection 
against financial loas to a sports- 
mah who injures another person 
or damages property. 

These policies are the kind 
that most persons carry to guard 
against claims resulting from 
occurrences around the hoyse, on 
the golf course or elsewhere. 

Insurance men say that a 
comprehensive personal liabil- 
ity pelicy will apply to hunting 
and fishing trips as well as 
other activities, unless speck 
fically exempted, 

A policy of this type, covering 
the owner against claims totaling 
$10,000, will cast about $12.50 
for one year. A three-year poli- 
cy, providing $25,000 in covere 
age, will run about §40. 

Of course, a careless sports 
man can also subject himself to 
criminal liability, which is nag 
insurable. 

For example, a hunter who 
kills someone by firing too clase 
to a farm house, showing gross 
disregard. for the safety of the 
occupants, may find himself 
charged with manslaughter.

Work Begun 
On New 
High School 


Work has been started on con- 
struction of a new high school 
building for Monroe City School 
District R-l. The new building 
is to be on the same site where 
an older high school now func- 
tions, together with an elemen- 
tary school. 

William B. Ittner, Inc., St. 
Louis architects-engineers, has 
designed the new building. Con- 
tracts totaling $542,984 have been 
let to the Bleigh Construction Co. 
for the work. The architect said 
the contract price figured at 
$12.20 a square foot, exclusive 
of the cost of fees and equip- 
ment. 

The new building is being 
placed on the old football field. 
A new football field and track 
area are to be developed at the 
rear of the new building.

The BIG JOB ........ 


Reversible conveyor attached to jeep is in operation as 
freight is put aboard jet plane. Passenger planes at air- 
port in 1960 handled 7,814,654 pounds of mail, 7,381,653 
pounds of express, 21,314,307 pounds of freight. These 
totals are expected to be surpassed for the year 1961. 


There are 125 daily scheduled passenger plane arrivals at 
the St. Louis airport — jets, pistons and turbo-props. All planes 
on through flights or making turn-arounds require quick and ef- 
ficient ground attention. For this work, the seven passenger lines 
using the airport— Eastern, Braniff, American, Trans World, 
Delta, Ozark and Central — have a combined total of something 
more than 150 ground crew workers and 200 servicing vehicles. 

Fueling and food catering are only services not performed 
by the airlines themselves. All fueling is done by the Allied 
Aviation Refueling Co. of St. Louis, the fuel coming from the 
“tonk farm” across Natural Bridge road from the airport. Some- 
thing like 140,000 gallons of fuel— 90,000 gallons of aviation 
kerosene for the jets and the rest gasoline for piston planes — are 
loaded daily. All fuel is piped underground from the tank farm 
to 120 outlets (64 for jet fuel) at plane parking positions. 

Food and beverage that go aboard passenger planes are 
supplied by Missouri Sportservice, Inc., from kitchens in the 
terminal building basement. An average of 3000 breakfasts, 
snack lunches and dinners are daily put aboard planes. During 
November 78,000 meals were provided. Passenger planes de- 
parting from here are provided a daily total of 200 gallons 
(about 6000 cups) of coffee, 145 dozen dinner rolls, 75 apple 
pies, 30 dozen French pastries, more than 700 pounds of meat. 

Cargo is about to be loaded in belly of a Convair (fore- 
ground) of a feeder line while a larger Constellation of 
another line is serviced close by. Ozark and Central 
are the two feeder passenger lines that use airport here. 
Feeder-line planes, because of their short trips, do 
not provide meal service for passengers, just snacks.

A new style of painting is beginning to appear, causing excited talk among 
the avant-garde of the New York art world. Speculation centers around 
the question of whether this is the heralding of a new movement or only a 


momentary revolt. 


A scattering of artists is returning forcibly —almost brutally —to the 


stark, blatant, literal representation of everyday objects. 


Commercial art, 


billboards and comic strips are direct influences for much of this new paint- 


ing. 


Its most obvious characteristic is an about-face from the abstract ex- 


pressionist and non-objective schools that had eliminated recognizable images. 
Little of this new work has been seen publicly yet, and that of two of the 
most controversial artists, James Rosenquist and Roy Lichtenstein, will be ex- 


hibited for the first time within the next few months. 


However, their work 


already has started a small furor among the few collectors and gallery di- 


rectors who have seen it. 


When it is shown, it well may generate some of 


the most heated reactions, pro and con, that th~ «rt world has experienced in 


recent years. 


Although Rosenquist and Lichtenstein share an absorption with the 


coarse pictorialism of commercial art, their work is different. 


They do not 


know each other and each arrived at his style individually. The importance 
of their work, and the aspect arousing such interest in art circles, is that there 
are several other artists—in New York, in the Middle West, on the West 
Coast—who, unknown to each other, also have started to paint, in realistic 
and surrealistic styles, the mass-produced, neon-plastic-pushbutton objects of 


modern American life. 


It is this similar but independent activity that sug- 


gests a new art movement may be gestating. The new year should tell 
whether it will die a-borning or grow bigger and stronger.

LICHTENSTEIN 


Roy Lichtenstein, born in New York City in 1923, has 
arrived at his cartoon art from a formal academic background. 
He received his master’s degree in art at Ohio State University, - 
where he taught art from 1946 to 1951. He gave up teaching 
for the next six years, moved to Cleveland, where he worked 
at various jobs including industrial design and window dis- 
play. He is now on the faculty of Douglass College, the 
women’s school at Rutgers University. 

In recent years he experimented with an abstract expres- 
sionist style in which he occasionally used disguised and ob- 
scured cartoon characters. “This led me to wonder what it 
would be like if I had a cartoon that looked just like a cartoon,” 
said Lichtenstein. “The image turned out so strong, I could not 
mess it up. My other paintings looked weak in comparison.”

ROSENQUIST 


Artist James Rosenquist, 28 years old, is a member in 
good standing of the Sign-Pictorial and Display Union, Local 
230. His current style is clearly derivative from his billboard 
work in wisich he painted gigantic faces and figures. 

He wap born in Grand Forks, N.D., grew up in Minneapo- 
lis. In 1982 he went to the University of Minnesota, studied 
with non-objective painter Cameron Booth. 

Rosenquist’s father advised his son: “Learn a trade so you 
can always get a job and not starve in an attic.” Rosenquist 
learned sign painting. In 1955 he went to New York to study. 
For a while he supported himself by working full-time as a 
sign painter. Working at close range on huge signs, his 
painting engulfed him and he saw it only in segments. 

With these experiences, Rosenquist was moved to give up 
sign painting in 1960 and turn full-time to art.

magnetic memory that puts distribution of mail on a 

new level of efficiency is making life easier for 
mail handlers at Union Station. In one of the first such 
operations in the country, the device helps sort sacks of 
mail from incoming trains for distribution to outgoing 
trains. The new process is housed in an old 176-foot- 
long building at the end of the train shed and is the 
first unit of a three-unit $2,000,000 automatic mail-sort- 
ing system. Scheduled to be completed next Novem- 
ber, it is expected to speed up mail handling while 
cutting costs. It received a preview of its possibilities 
during the Christmas rush. 

The brain of the first unit, to be repeated in the 
others, is an electronic memory device. It uses a re- 
volving drum to retain a code number until a mail 
sack has been dropped, in a perfectly timed operation, 
into a wagon waiting at one of 34 chutes. The code 
number corresponds to the sack’s destination and is 
punched on a keyboard by a handler, who can process 
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one sack about every six seconds. Wagons with sacks 
are hauled by tractors to mail cars or, occasionally, to 
the main St. Louis post office. 

The unit now in operation is to handle first class 
or other preferential mail. One of the units to be in- 
stalled will handle unsacked parcels, the other will 
move sacks of parcel post and also automatically route 
them into mail cars. It will be at the Terminal Railroad 
Association’s mail facility at 1710 Clark street. This 
facility, connected by conveyor belts to the main post 
office, was part of a $4,000,000 improvement in 1953. 

When the mail-sorting system is completed, a sack 
of mail could be routed from one train to another in a 
matter of minutes. In addition, outbound mail will be 
sorted automatically. The sorting unit now in operation 
reduced by about 20 per cent the work handled at the 
Terminal during the Christmas rush, according to Doug- 
las Bingaman, mail and baggage manager. On peak 
days, Union Station handled 200 carloads of mail.

Flaming Cherries Jubilee For Festive Dessert Sauce 


By MERNA LAZIER 


herries Jubilee flambe is a festive 
dessert sauce made of pitted dark 
sweet cherries simmered in Burgundy 
wine, lemon juice, currant jelly and bay 
leaf. Mrs. Joseph C. Manetzke Jr. of 
Webster Groves flames the sauce with 


brandy just before serving over vanilla — 
ice cream. With this she serves finger-~« 


size cuts of plain pound cake dusted with 
powdered sugar. 

Mrs. Manetzke first drains the juice 
from canned cherries and divides it in 
half. Cherries, half the juice and wine 
are placed in pan, then lemon juice, strips 


of the rind, jelly and bay leaf are added 
and mixture is simmered for 15 minutes. 
To this is added potato starch that has 
been dissolved in a little of the remain- 
ing juice, and the resulting sauce is 
cooked and stirred until thick. When 
ready to serve, brandy is heated moder- 
ately in small pan, then ignited and 
poured over sauce in serving bowl. It is 
basted over cherries until the flame dies 
down, then is immediately ladled over 
the ice cream. Individual servings may 
be flamed again if desired. The sauce 
is also good served over plain cake.

The coming year will produce exciting advances in health care and research, 


placing 1962 in the forefront of this “golden age of medicine.” In 1961 there was 


steady progress. Oral polio vaccine was approved for general use; a tuberculosis 


preventive drug was found; studies were launched that may lead to hepatitis 


prevention. Here are developments you can expect in the next 12 months: 


MEASLES 


Goop BET: Approval of measles vaccine for general 
use sometime in 1962, probably by late summer or 
early fall. This follows experimental vaccine tests on 
several thousand children in the U.S. and abroad. 

Findings to date show that the vaccines (of two 
basic types) do confer protection against “regular” 
measles (not German measles), but still have some 
disquieting side effects, including fever and rash. 

The big push in research circles now is to find ways 
to produce an effective measles vaccine with fewer 
unwanted reactions. Such a vaccine will be a big boon 
to medicine and will go far toward preventing 
2,000,000-plus measles cases in the U.S. per year. 
The disease sometimes causes serious complications 
and even, on rare occasions, death. 


HEART DISEASE 


GOOD BET: You'll be hearing more about:1 ) automatic 
devices such as “cardiac pacemakers” placed right 
within the patient's body to keep his heart beating at 
a regular rate; 2) electronic equipment used to moni- 
tor patients’ heart rates, even when patients are miles 
from the hospital and their doctors’ offices; 3) broader 
use of new diagnostic equipment which makes pos- 
sible detection of heart ailments at a very early stage. 

Heart surgeons are excited about improved tech- 
niques to repair diseased valves of the heart, or to 
replace them with prosthetic materials such as plastic 
sponge.

More information is being turned up concerning 
the type of individual who is predisposed to heart 
trouble. Thus, in 1962, an increasing number of 
doctors will be talking “prevention” to borderline heart 
patients. You can also expect more foodstuffs placed 
on the market geared to help protect the health of 
your heart. 


HEPATITIS 


POSSIBILITY: Proof that an experimental vaccine now 
being tested can protect against infectious hepatitis, 
one of the most serious unsolved illnesses known to 
modern medicine. 

Don’t look for absolute proof in 1962 that the 
vaccine works. However, you can expect important 
progress reports of its potential value. 

If the vaccine proves out, it will represent one of 
the great medical victories of this era. Infectious hep- 
atitis usually produces long drawn out illness among 
adults which can hang on for three months to a year 
or longer. In a few instances it is fatal. In 1961, there 
were more than 65,000 reported cases in the U.S., 
an all-time high. Experts predict another hepatitis 
wave for 1962. 


CANCER 


Goop BET: Real progress against breast cancer which 
annually takes more lives (24,000) among women 
than any other form of the disease. 

During 1962, you will hear a great deal about a 
new type of treatment pioneered by doctors in Chicago 
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and Buffalo. It involves the combined use of surgery 
and drugs. The drugs are given right during the oper 
ation to prevent recurrences of the cancer 

Thus far, it appears that this type of treatment may 
result in up to 50 per cent fewer recurrences than 
any other tvpe of therapy. However, because of its 
newness, fewer than 25 surgical research teams 
throughout the U.S. provide the therapy 


OTHER BRIGHT SPOTS: A virus-cause of leukemia 
may be proved during 1962 and this could lead to a 
preventive vaccine; an American Cancer Society study 
of more than 1,000,000 Americans promises to shed 
light on the types of people prone to the disease. This 
in turn could provide ammunition for better-than-ever 
preventive programs. 


CEREBRAL PALSY 


POSSIBILITY: Nerve transplants which may help 
yrowth of nerve fibers, blood vessels and connective 
tissue, and thus restore at least some healthy muscular 
tunction to patients. This work is still experimental, 
but researchers at Columbia University and elsewhere 
have shown that certain nerves removed from recentls 
deceased people can be frozen, sterilized by irradiation 
and stored for future use. 

\nimal studies have shown that the transplanted 
nerves can “take” and grow. In the coming months, 
expect to hear more about “nerve banks” which may 
become as familiar as blood, bone and eve banks. 


AID TO THE AGED 


GOOD BET: Insiders in medical research are pinning 
big hopes on what they call “energy enzymes,” a group 
of drugs which shows promise of restoring pep and 
vigor to the aged. The hottest lead is an enzyme 
known for vears simply as “ATP.” 

Dr. Erwin di Cyan, a New York consultant to drug 
and chemical companies, believes that ATP or any- 
thing else will not make it possible for the elderly to 
regain the vigor and learning capacity of a child. How 
ever, the energy enzymes hold out real hope of slowing 
down processes of senility. 


STAPH INFECTIONS 


Goop BET: A new drug which in many cases will be 
effective in knocking out much-feared staphylococcal 
infections. These are especially dangerous when they 
break out in hospital nurseries and obstetric floors 
In all likelihood, the new drug, Prostaphlin, will 
come into use early in 1962. It is one of a few anti 


staph drugs that can be given effectively by mouth. 


ANOTHER BIG PLUS: Many patients who come down 
with staph get resultant boils, abscesses and other ail 
ments. The new drug, according to early reports, can 
be given on an out-patient basis to protect against 
recurrent bouts of infection. 


DIABETES 


GOOD BET: Better management of this disorder 
through new drugs and through improved older prepa 
rations. One new type of oral anti-diabetes pill pro 
vides gradual action over an extended period of time. 
This means some patients will require less medicine 
than before. Also in the research laboratories is a new 
series of anti-diabetes drugs taken by mouth which may 
prove far better than those currently in use. One 
problem to overcome is an adverse liver reaction these 
drugs cause in some patients. 


FEMALE TROUBLES 


POSSIBILITY: A new, improved compound to help 
overcome menstrual irregularities. Developed by 
Merck Sharve & Dohme Research Laboratories, it has 
undergone successful animal tests. Reported advantage 
of the new drug: it produces its beneficial effects in 
much smaller doses than previous drugs and with 
fewer adverse side-effects. The drug also can be used 
to inhibit ovulation and thus prevent conception when 
taken by women. One oral contraceptive already is on 
the market. More will happen in 1962. 


HEALTH INSURANCE 


GOOD BET: Stepped-up efforts by the “Blue” plans and 
by private insurance underwriters to expand coverage 
for “high risk” groups. Texas has become the first state

being tried in some surgery 


to insure health care for the needy-aged through a 
voluntary non-profit organization, the Texas Blue 
Cross. Look for other states to follow this lead. Also, 
several states are experimenting with insurance pay 
ments for home care of convalescing patients as a 
means of reducing hospital bills. 

Some of this results from federal government pres 
sure (and proposed legislation) to health-insure the 
aged through Social Security. You can expect head 
lines on federal programs to extend a Social Security 
health program throughout 1962. 


MEDICAL MANPOWER 


GOOD BET: Big campaigns by various organizations, 
including the American Academy of General Practice, 
to pump up interest in medical careers. The doctor 
shortage is viewed with alarm by many authorities, 
and so is the critical shortage of nurses. Medical col 
leges will step up efforts to get more and higher-grade 
students. 

Meanwhile, medical educators are hard at work 
devising plans to shorten the period of medical train 
ing. About a half-dozen plans are now under way to 
cut down training time. More will soon follow. ; 


LABORATORY RESEARCH | 


Thousands of studies are under way to solve the riddles 

of hundreds of common ailments. You should hear 

more in 1962 about the following: 1) treatment for 

a disorder of premature babies that now takes an : 
estimated 30,000 lives per year; 2) new and safer 
techniques to operate on brain tumor; 3) discovery 
of one or more basic clues to the origin of arthritis; 
4) ways to change your personality with new drugs 
implanted into the body; and 5 ) use of electronic com 
puters to evaluate medical treatment, keep health 
records and even to predict defects which can be 
passed on from parent to child 


This is a sneak preview of some developments in 
medicine you can expect in 1962. As research moves 


forward, the major beneficiary will be you, the Amer- 
ican public. * 


JIMMY STEWART 


Hollywood’s No.1 husband

HOLLYWOOD. 

MM: HOLLYWOOD ACTORS are impossible to live 

with. They make miserable husbands. Usually 

women who are naive and foolhardy, reformists and 
self-seekers, marry them. 

Practically all male screen stars whose religions do 
not forbid divorce have had several wives. Mickey 
Rooney, for example, has had six, the late Clark Gable 
five, Henry Fonda four, Cary Grant three, Gregory 
Peck two, and so on, ad nauseam. 

One of the few exceptions, who is still married to 
his number-one wife, is Jimmy Stewart. 

At 53, tall, spindling, temple-gray and balding, 
quiet, shy, truly modest and retiring, the most un 
Hollywood-like screen star in the business, James Mait 
land Stewart is regarded here as the movie colony's 
perfect husband and showcase personality. 

According to his wife, the former Gloria Hatrick 
McLean, to whom he was married in August 1949 
when he was 41, “There are scads of reasons why Jim 
makes a good husband. To begin with, he doesn’t be 
have like an actor. | couldn't stay married to any man 
who did. You know the type — interested onlv in him 
self and nothing else. 

‘Timmy behaves like a regular man. He's a con 
siderate human being, a good friend, a good provider 
and a good father. These are the qualities that make a 
perfect husband. Of course he isn't perfect. Which 
one of us is? But to live with him you'd never in a 
million vears take him for an actor. He's too normal.” 

Stewart, who declines any husbandly honors, at 
tributes his happv and successful marriage to his wife. 
“She's brought me out a lot,” he admits, “no doubt 
about it. By nature I'm a stick-in-the-mud. When | 
finish a picture I'd just as soon hang around the house, 
just putter about, maybe take a trip to New York once 
a vear. But not Gloria. She likes to get involved with 
the world. She's the one who gets up all these safaris 
and trips to Chile and Hong Kong and Africa. 


Off to Africa 


“We have a couple of good friends in Fort Worth, 
Texas—Mr. and Mrs. Kirk Johnson, who usually 
travel with us—but Gloria’s the ringleader on all 
these trips. She comes up to me one afternoon and 
savs, ‘Here are the tickets to Kenva. They only cost 
seven thousand bucks. We leave on the third. All the 
reservations are made at Bill Holden’s Safari Club. 
You've got nothing to worry about.’ 

“Next thing I know I'm sitting in a leopard blind 
somewhere in Africa. I've never been big game hunt 
ing in my life before. And suddenly a leopard leaps out 
of the bush. It’s raining like hell. Someone behind me 
is velling, ‘Shoot! Shoot! Shoot! So I shoot and the 
leopard drops. And the guide, you know the white 
hunter—this one was named Bunny Ray—he says, 
‘You got him, Jim. You got him.’ 

“Well, I don't know if I got him at all, but thes 
pose vou with the dead leopard, and after a while vou 
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start feeling like a big shot, a regular Hemingway 
character. You're shooting lion and buffalo and every- 
thing, and they're always taking your picture to prove 
it. And Gloria keeps saying over and over again, ‘I 
told you you'd like it.’ 

“Gloria has a great zest for travel and over the 
years she’s managed to infuse me with a little of it. 
Like one time we were in Chile on a fishing expedition, 
and before we boarded the boat I stepped on some 
cactus and infected myself. Gloria made me feel like 
a regular hero. Another time, in Hong Kong, she had 
me buying all those suits they make up for you in one 
day. ‘It’s the opportunity of a lifetime,’ she kept tell- 
ing me. None of them ever turned out to fit well but 
she convinced me I'd saved a small fortune. ‘I told 
you, she said. ‘I told you you'd like it.’ 


How to Be Perfect 


“Over the years I've come to the conclusion that 
the easiest way to become a perfect husband is to 
make your wife believe you're listening to what she 
says, and then nod. I nod all the time, and I'm telling 
you it works like a charm.” 

I asked Stewart why he hadn't circulated his pat 
formula for marital success to his other actor friends 
such as Hank Fonda, with whom he used to room in 
New York, or to Cary Grant or other much-married 
members of the movie colony. 

“Well,” he drawled, “nodding to one’s wife takes a 
lot of will power. Some men just ain’t got it.” 

Seriously he explained that actors generally make 
poor husbands because they are occupationally selfish. 
“This is a screwball business,” he declared. “It's 
unique. It’s abnormal. Actors worry all the time, usu- 
ally about themselves. ‘How do I look? How do I 
feel? What's that cameraman doing to me? Are these 
lines right for me? One lousy picture and I’ve blown 
it.’ There are so many pressures, so much competition, 
so much luck involved, an actor has no inclination to 
think about his wife or his children. 

“It’s different for a businessman. It doesn’t make 
too much difference how he looks, how he ages. He’s 
got no public image to preserve. The actor does, which 
is why he worries about himself. Women rightly want 
you to worry about them, not te hold their problems 
lightly and dismiss them as nonsense. That basically 
is one reason there's so much divorce out here.

“Another reason is that when you have a marriage 
with a man and wife both in the movie business, you've 
got a clash of rival ambitions, and that very rarely 
works out.” 

Ever since he started making films in Hollywood 
25 years ago, Jimmy Stewart with his hesitant small- 
town draw! (he was born in Indiana, Pa., where his 
father owned the local hardware store) has been 
regarded by the public as the boyish, honest, typical 
American — rough-hewn, golden-hearted, polite, 
touched with innocence, almost the exact screen image 
the late Gary Cooper enjoyed. 

Off-screen Cooper in truth was no Sergeant York, 
the role for which he won the Academy Award. He 
was debonair, sophisticated, an amateur artist who 
liked to trafic with Picasso and other painters, a bon 
vivant who cottoned to the social world of Southamp- 
ton and the French Riviera. 

Jimmy Stewart, on the other hand, generates much 
the same character off-screen as he plays on. He was 
married relatively late in life and has never suffered 
from the roving eye, a claim few other actors can 
make. No breath of scandal has ever wafted in his 
direction. He attends church regularly, was recently 
elected a trustee of his alma mater, Princeton, from 
which he was graduated in 1932 with a B.S. degree 
in architecture. (José Ferrer, another Princeton grad- 
uate, also took his degree in architecture ). 

A World War II flyer, Jim is also a brigadier general 
in the Air Force Reserve and an executive board mem 
ber of the Boy Scouts of America. Whenever any of 
the so-called “super- patriot” organizations begins to 
criticize Hollywood as subversive, Stewart is trotted 
out as the personification of Americanism. 


What a King Said 


Recently, when the King and Queen of Nepal 
visited Hollywood, the Stewarts were asked by the 
Motion Picture Producers Association to stage the re- 
ception for the dignitaries. When the Nepal monarch 
entered Jimmy’s den and saw a picture of the leopard 
the actor had shot in Africa, he said casually, “I 
see you brought down a very young one.” Says Jimmy, 
“That crack deflated me in two seconds.” 

In addition to being a model husband, Stewart is 
also a model father. His wife has two sons, Ron, 17, 
and Mike, 16, by her previous marriage, and both

boys spend more time with Stewart than they do with 
their natural father. Stewart tries genuinely to under 
stand them. A few weeks ago one of the boys was 
suspended from prep school for paying too much 
attention to a girl. Knowing that Stewart is a dis- 
ciplinarian capable of a severe tongue-lashing, the boy 
was fearful of approaching his step-dad. 

Jimmy met the boy at the airport, stuck out His 
hand and breaking into a broad smile said, “How are 
you, Don Juan?” The kid sighed with relief. 

The Stewarts have twin girls, Kelly and Judy, born 
on May 7, 1951, who by obvious heredity are tall 
for their age. ( Jim is 6 feet 3 and Gloria is 5 feet 10.) 
In fact, the twins’ height is what Stewart currently 
worries about most. “You know the last role Judy had 
in a school play?” he says laughingly. “Sam Houston!” 

How much longer does Stewart think he can last 
in Hollywood, and is there anything he hasn't done 
that he'd like to do? 

“I think with a little luck,” he drawls, “maybe I'm 
good for another 10 years. By that time people should 
be pretty sick of me. The only reason I've lasted this 
long is that I've had the sympathy, the rooting interest 
of the audience. In the parts I play they feel a concern 
for me, they're not too sure I'm going to win out. They 
know I’m capable of making mistakes and they wonder 
if | can plod on through. 


No Shakespeare 


“As for challenges in acting, there are none for me. 
I don’t want to play Shakespeare. I don’t want to top 
every previous performance. The unflattering view 
would be that I’m lazy. The more truthful one would 
be that I’m willing to work at my craft, doing two, 
three pictures a year as well as I can and to settle for 
that. The thing is that I’ve never been bored. A lot 
of actors get bored. Me, I can’t wait to get on the set. 
I'm not a ham, but I like to act. 

“I guess it goes way back. I’ve always wanted people 
to like me, but I haven't been well-equipped to get 
them to like me. So I do*it by acting. It’s like my nod- 
ding to Gloria. It gets me accepted. It fools people 
into believing I'm a nice fellow. Truth is I’m just 
average all the way down the line.” 

As everyone in Hollywood realizes, any actor who 
truly feels he’s average is not average at all. He's 
unique. a

Prime out the Pink 


“To achieve this, an efficient covering foundation 
which we call a ‘primer’ is necessary since pink tones 
are present in al] complexions,” Mrs. Michel says. 

The paler complexion is all part of a welcome plot 
to make girls look more like girls in 1962. The word 
from Paris calls for the soft and feminine, and this 
translated to fashion means muted colors, silky fabrics, 
lots of ruffles and frills. Cosmetics houses coordinating 
their efforts with the clothing industry are planning 
a wan but lightly-warmed face for the new vear. 


The woman who wants that lady-like look will select 
the color of her powder base from the lightest skin 
tone on her face—usually the forehead. Some firms 
emphasize the pale face by featuring transparent 
powder with no color at all. Others take the shine off 
noses in no-color pinks, peach and honey beiges. 


Lady’s Not for Tanning 


A makeup expert explains the paler look as a 
healthier trend. “Many women have come to realize 
the damage that suntans can do—in terms of lines, 
wrinkles and aging. More serious problems like blister 
ing—even skin cancer—have been connected with 
sunburn. The pale face will make that bronzed look 
unfashionable.” 

Teen-agers, who have been acting like next year 
this year and showing up at school with the washed- 
out look, have missed the point of the pale face. Cameo 
looks can't be achieved with a dipped-in-flour effect. 

Eddie Senz, theatrical makeup expert, strongly 
cautions women against going to extremes. 

“A woman shouldn't look as if eye holes were cut 
out and she was peering through a white sheet,” says 
Senz. “That is a clown look and unflattering and un 
realistic. I have an affinity for the transparent look, 
but one that doesn’t change the color of the skin. A 
thin base which doesn’t drown out your own skin 
tones and a powder one shade lighter than the founda- 
tion is the right look.” 

One company’s version of new faces next year will 
come in pastel shades of no-shine lipstick and beige 
shades of face powder. Another cosmetics house, in 
keeping with its water-sprite look, thinks a lip gloss on 
coral and pink shades of lipstick will make a dewy 
mouth even dewier.

The Look Is Fragile 


“Consider your foundation like the canvas of a 
painting,” says Bradford. “Get a powder base that picks 
up the lightest color of your face; for a fragile, prettier 
look, use a clear color lipstick. Then study your eyes. 
False eyelashes can look very natural if properly 
trimmed down, and pearl eyeliner and pearl eye 
shadow can do much to create a youthful look. Use the 
light eye shadow on the eyebrow bone if your eyes 
have a normal set or protrude slightly. Use dark 
shadow if they're deep set. The idea is to highlight and 
bring out the beauty of the eye. For a pouty mouth, 
use a darker shade of lipstick on the lower lip.”

OPEN TO DISCUSSION 


SHOULD OUR CHURCHES

s 1962 BEGINS, one of the most discussed ques- 
A tions has become: Can Christians get together? 
For three weeks recently, a giant conclave of the 
World Council of Churches met in New Delhi, India, 
and pondered Christian unity. Delegates representing 
30 million Christians in 198 denominations heard 
speaker after speaker urge them to put aside differ- 
ences and combine into a single great force. 

And, later this year, the Roman Catholic Church, 
which does not belong to the World Council, will take 
up the subject. The first Vatican Council in 91 years, 
expected to meet in Rome in December, has been 
directed by Pope John XXIII to devote special atten- 
tion to healing the splits in Christendom. 

Meanwhile, many signs show Catholics and Prot- 
estants drawing together. For the first time the Vati- 
can has set up a Secretariat on Christian Unity. Un- 
precedented Catholic-Protestant unity organizations 
have been formed in Europe with official blessing. 
Recent callers on the Pope have included the former 
Archbishop of Canterbury, head of the Church of Eng- 
land, and the Presiding Bishop of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. A Cardinal recently addressed a Swiss 
Protestant gathering—for the first time since 1521. 

“There is a new wind blowing from Rome,” says 
one Catholic scholar, while cautioning that unity is 
not just around the corner. 


CATHOLIC-PROTESTANT DISCUSSION $0 far has looked 
toward unity —closer bonds among Christians short of 
actual amalgamation—at least as a first step. But 
among American Protestant churches, the emphasis 
is on union—actual merger of church bodies. With 
tu.c exception of the Baptists, every major Protestant 
body will be “talking merger” this year. (Southern 
Baptists oppose merger; Northern Baptists, so* far, 
limit themselves to inter-church council membership. ) 
On April 9, preliminary talks will begin on the most 
audacious of union proposals —a plan to conglomerate 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Methodists and the 
United Church of Christ into one 18-million-member 
church. First suggested by the Presbyterian Rev. 
Eugene Carson Blake, it has been ardently cham- 
pioned by the Episcopal Bishop of California, James 
A. Pike. Both men hope it will lead to a broader union. 
However, the Blake-Pike plan has met obstacles. 
Opponents raise four major objections: 1) That “i 
can't be done”; 2) that it would subjugate genuine 
differences of belief in favor of a Rotary-like fellow- 
ship; 3) that it would be a “super-church”; and 4) 
that churches today never have been so big, so rich 
and so full on Sunday mornings—so why change? 
In this exclusive interview, Bishop Pike gives his 
reasons—and tells how this controversial notion 
might revitalize Christianity and how it might affect 
th~ faithful, the Church and the world. (For what 


otner church leaders say, see opposite page. ) 


How would church union affect worshippers? 
In their actual worship, probably not much. If they 
belonged to a small church, it might combine with

another. But most churches now hold the same es- 
sentials of worship, share their hymns and prayers. 
In a few years, we might have one liturgy for all 
churches, patterned after that in South India. It was 
drawn up by scholars from all the bodies as an optional 
liturgy and is the best by far that Christianity has ever 
had. By its very merit it has commended itself to two- 
thirds of Indian churches. And I think there might 
be improvements in the Sunday schools and in the 
facilities. The big change, though, would be in the 
way the Church marshals its resources, to speak with 
unity, with impact that befits the faith of Christ. 


What's wrong with the churches as they are? 

They're wasteful, for one thing. We dissipate our 
energies and our resources in duplication and over- 
lapping and poor planning. 

Look at the typical church in the typical town: 

On Sunday morning, it is half full, and it is across 
the street from another: church that is half full. It 
may have an excellent program for youth, and a poor 
one for old folks—and be only a stone’s throw from a 
church with a poor program for youth and a fine one 
for older folks. And it is financially poor. 

And I don't think anyone realizes how division 
harms people. Not long after I became bishop, one of 
my rural priests resigned from his small church down 
in the southern end of the diocese. There simply 
wasn't enough to occupy the time and talents of this 
fine man. This is why 25,000 pulpits stand empty and 
why we cannot attract enough strong men to fill them. 

But I don’t want to overemphasize the practical 
aspects of division. The worst results are spiritual. 
Disunity weakens Christianity’s witness. It is difficult 
for the world to believe in a Prince of Peace and a 
Lord of Love when those bearing His name are divided 
among themselves. The best reason for unity is the 
one given by Jesus the night before his crucifixion: 
“O Father I pray that they may be one, that men may 
believe that Thou sent me.” 


But the churches long have been divided, yet they 
have grown rich, large and influential. Why rock 
the boat now? 

You see the need for unity more readily where 
Christianity is weak and minuscule. It is no accident 
that most creative unity plans have come from Asia. 

But this is a problem of American churches, too, 
for all their wealth and numbers. Here is our nation, 
on trial before the world, in need of spiritual guidance 
and religious underpinning as perhaps never before, 
surrounded by questions which are essentially religious 
and moral. Yet church bodies make too little mark and 
are weak in influence. Think of the spiritual vision and 
inspiration a reunified, revivified Christian Church 
might bring to this nation and to the free world! 


But aren't churches divided for good reason—be- 
cause people believe differently? 

People do believe differently. Yet often these differ- 
ences are as marked within church bodies as they are 
across denominational lines. For instance, people often 
ask me if I am the “high” bishop or the “low” bishop 
of California. The answer is that I am simply the 
bishop of California—“high” and “low” Episcopalians 
exist together in one communion, and have managed 
to do so for years. 


Wouldn't some worshippers have to compromise 
their beliefs? 

One thing ought to be made clear: no one wants 
unity on the basis of the lowest common denominator 
of belief. We're not interested in a Christianity that 
is big, bland and meaningless. Dr. Blake’s proposal 
specifically calls for a Church that is at once “truly 
catholic, truly reformed, and truly evangelical.” This 
means that it must make room for the best of empha- 
ses from all the divisions. 

These days, all the churches are finding themselves 
a lot more at one than they had thought. They are 
getting back to the raw stuff of the Scriptures, instead 
of standing by formalized “confessions of faith.” On 
the great motifs of Christianity, it is amazing how all 
say the same things. 


Don’t the churches co-operate now? Why go 
through a formal union? 

We do co-operate, but we still think divided. Let 
me give you an example. Recently Father Trevor 
Huddleston, the Anglican priest who crusaded against 
apartheid in South Africa, came to San Francisco to 
address our clergy. There were about 50 of our men 
on hand. Yet we had seats for 300 more. It simply 
never occurred to me until afterwards to call the Pres- 
byterians or the Methodists and invite them to hear 
what was certainly a non-denominational speech.

Today's recipe is taken from a new book* of special interest to women. It’s a crusty apple dessert, espe- 


cially good at this time of the year with the abundant supply of apples in the market. Any cooking 
or all-purpose apple will do for this old-fashioned dessert. The name is Charlotte but there's not a 


lady finger in sight; it’s all done with cookie pastry dough; it's Viennese in origin and a delight. 


KUCHEN DOUGH 


1 cup sifted enriched flour 2% tablespoons butter or 
14 teaspoon baking powder margarine 
4 teaspoon salt 2 eggs, beaten 

2 tablespoons sugar 2 tablespoons milk

into mixture smoothly with wooden spoon. Beat in eggs. Stir in 
milk. Grease 8-inch spring form pan, With rubber spatuia or 
spoon, spread dough on bottom and partway up side of the spring 
form pan (top edge of crust will be ragged ).

WHO ARE today's brightest voung men——and how do they com 
pare with the voung Americans of 100 years ago? 

[hat question is the subject of a fascinating study recentls 
concluded by the U.S. Junior Chamber of Commerce 

bach year, as most Americans know, the Jaycees pick a 
group of men to receive awards as the Ten Outstanding 
Young Men of the year. The program, begun in 1938, has won 
wide acclaim and often provided the earliest national recogni 
tion to deserving young men. The first vear’s winners included 
Orson Welles, George Gallup and Rudy Vallee. Succeeding 
vears brought honors to Leonard Bernstein, Richard Nixon, 
Dr. Tom Dooley and John F. Kennedys 

This vear the Javcees picked the ten voung men shown on 
the opposite page. They'll receive their awards January 19-20 
at a special ceremony in Santa Monica, Calif. 

In addition to the regular awards, though, the Jaycees hit on 
a unique new twist. Who, they wondered, would have been the 
Outstanding Young Men of 1861—exactly a hundred years 
ago, at the time of the Civil War? 

To find out, they asked more than 25 noted historians to 
supply nominations, and from the responses the Javcees put 
together the list of men pictured at right 


New Men vs. Old 


\ committee of sociologists got together to compare the 
“winners of 1861 with those of todav. Thev analvzed chang 
ing times and goals, sized up the men against the backdrop of 
their times. 

The Outstanding Young Men of todav, they concluded, tend 
to be more conformist, more group-oriented. If they've made 
a major breakthrough in science or industrv, like Rogers and 
Lilley, thev've usually done it as part of a team. By contrast, 
the young man of 1861 was more of a loner; his work, like 
Thaddeus Lowe’s, was entirely his own. And if he felt oppressed 
by civilization, which often happened, he could always go West 

or, like Isaac Havs, even try for the North Pole. 

And the men of a century ago had time to be more versatile. 
Carl Schurz was an editor, a general, and a politician; George 
MeccClellan ran a railroad before he led the Union armies. The 
growth of knowledge hadn't reached the point it’s at today, 
when a young person often must spend years of study just to 
master a single field. Nearly all the Jaycee winners of recent 
years have been specialists 

All of which brings us to the sociologists’ final conclusion 
with more to learn and more people to compete against. it's 
tougher today than ever to become an Outstanding Young Man.

SINCE NEWHART RECEIVES quite a 
few suqGestions in the mail, he has to take 
precautions against being accused of using 
ideas without paying for them. Therefore 
if an envelope from an unknown person 
seems to contain more than a single sheet 
of paper, it is turned over to someone 
else to open. 

lt is @ rare comedian, Newhart said, who 
can enjoy himself at a social gathering. 
He's expected to be funny at all times

Clint Eastwood 
Gets Breaks if 
He Needs Them

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 30 (UPI) 
HERE ARE better actors in Hollywood 
than Clint Eastwood—but none luckier. 
Every time he needs a break, he trips across 
a pot of gold. 


Example: 


The six-foot-four actor, who stars as Rowdy 
Yates on CBS-TV's succesful “Rawhide” 
series, was out of work several years ago 
when he stopped in to visit a friend of his 
wife at the network. 


The friend was a story consultant. And 
while Eastwood was talking to her, Robert 
Sparks, CBS executive producer in charge 
of filmed programs, came out of an office 
and saw him. 


He hurried Eastwood into his own office, 
and a few minutes later the actor had an 
appointment to read for the part of Rowdy. 

Eastwood, a native of San Francisco, had 
become accustomed to this sort of fortune: 
a draft notice had got him into movies 
even before his TV career. 


A MOVIE COMPANY was shooting at 
Fort Ord, Calif... when Eastwood was in 
basic training there. 


An enterprising assistant director had 
noticed him on his way to the chow line 
and told him: “After you're through, drop 
over to the set. | want you to meet our 
director.” 


Eastwood did. The director liked his looks 
and the way he read a brief scene. He 
asked him to call him at Universal studios. 
Nearly two years later, Eastwood got his 
discharge and headed straight for Universal. 
But the director was no longer there. 


In came luck again. 


The studio phone operator who gave him

the bad news listened to his sad story and 
wangled him an interview with a friend in 
the casting department. 


He got a screen test—and a contract. 

Now “Rawhide” is so succesful that it's 
also distributed in such places as Japan, 
England and Australia.

| think,” he said. ‘To Beirut, around there. 

"| couldn't leave the series. It's done 
such an awful lot for me that | couldn't 
turn around and slap it in the face. 

“Before the show, | was virtually out in 
the cold. | didn't have any money in the 
bank to speak of. Now I've been able to 
buy a home and have the few things people 
like to have.” 

Whereas most cowboy actors are getting 
more and more romantic with the ladies on 
TV these days—to substitute for complained- 
about violence—Eastwood has had to tone 
down his parts.

ALKING TO RED BUTTONS, actor, re- 
minded me of a deplorable trend I've 
noticed recently among columnists and 
others who write regularly about television.

RED BUTTONS 


Buttons were TV flops. Just because, mainly, 

they are no longer on the air regularly: 

because their programs were dropped after 
two or five or more successful seasons. 


THE COMMENTATORS don't bother to 
point out that any comic capable of guid- 
ing a show at a high rating through even 
two seasons is something of a miracle man, 
the demands of the medium being what 
they are. They forget that for years legiti- 
mate and motion picture theater owners 
dreaded the inroads on Tuesday and Satur- 
day night attendance made by Berle. 
Caesar-Coca and Gleason. Customers 
stayed home to see their free shows. 


“The comedian era was a real phe- 
nomenon of the early and middie years of 
television,” commented Buttons. “I don't 
think we'll ever see such a period again. 
So far as the comedians are concerned, | 
think there was too much of a good thing 
crammed into too short a time. The satura- 
tion point was reached. The viewing public 
just laughed itself out. 


“And the grind not only wore down the 
comedians themselves. They used up ma- 
terial by the ton, and eventually the people 
who provided it and those who dreamed up 
the presentation ideas also got tired and 
ran dry. 

“But those were great years,” Buttons 
went on. “There were great shows and great 
entertainers. No one should forget that. 
lt was a wild, hectic period in television. 
Things are different in the business today. 
Sponsors want everything mapped out 
months in advance. | doubt that they would 
buy weekly comedy shows like we used to 
have. They had sort of an off-the-cuff air 
that sponsors today won't tolerate.” 

Buttons does an occasional TV show, “I 
simply haven't the time” he said. ‘Frankly, 
| think television exposure now and then 
helps a performer such as myself, and | 
would like to be able to make several ap- 
pearances a year. But I'm not knocking 
motion pictures. I'm only too happy that 
films have kept me busy." He has been 
in four movies released this year and will 
star in another early next year.

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Bert Parks Can Look Back 
On 30 Years in Radio, TV 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (UPI) 
part PARKS may not be the critics’ pet, 


but this bouncy master of ceremonies 
and sometime singing actor is just rounding 
out 30 years of almost constant employment 
in radio and television. 


"l go way back to the condenser-type 
microphone,’ Parks said in taking stock of 
his career. “Those were large bronze box- 
like monsters that soon were replaced by 
the smaller, circular mikes which remained 
standadd equipment in radio for many 
years. 


Park's current job is as singing master 
of ceremonies of the ABC network's televis- 
ion musical game show, ‘Yours for a Song.” 


His first job befome a mike came at the 
age of 16 as announcer for a station in his 
native Atlanta, Ga. He rushed to the studio 
for an audition from his military school, 


still in uniform 


"I'll never forget that occasion,” Parks 
recounted. ‘My knees shook so vigorously 
that my saber belt clanked against the mike 
stand. | took it off, started over and was 
hired. The salary of $7 a week looked 
mighty big to me.” 

PARKS HEADED for New York tyo 
years later and talked his way into a job as 
a staff announcer for CBS. He was 18 at 
the time. “My pals on the staff included 
Harry Von Zell, Paul Douglas, Ralph Ed- 
wards, Andre Baruch, David Rose, Ken 
Roberts and Mel Allen,”’ Parks said. “We 
had some pretty fair country musicians, too 
Fellows like Harry James, Raymond Scott, 
a young clarinetist named Benny Good 
man and trombonist Jerry Colonna. Andre 
Kostelanetz was around to coraluct vocal! 
groups when needed. 


Parks got his first big break as an an- 
nouncer on Eddie Cantor's radio program, 
getting a chance to play straight man and 
sing a little. Subsequently Parks became a 
well-known figure through such radio and 
TV programs as ‘Stop the Music,” ‘Break 
the Bank,” “Double or Nothing,” “Mas-

querade Party’ and ‘Bert Parks Bandstand,” 
to name a few. 

"I've never been out of work for more 
than three weeks in all that time,” Parks 
said. “Of course, I've taken occasional 
vacations. 

He is disappointed that the critics are 
not among his fans, but this doesn't get him 
down. 

"| try to entertain and amuse people, 
and | wish the reviewers would like my work, 
too,’ he said. 

But he did win critical approval on the 
stage some two years ago when he replaced 
Robert Preston as leading man of the 
Broadway musical hit, “Music Man.” 

“Not bad for a guy who never had an 
acting or singing lesson in his life,” Parks 
commented about his proudest career 
achievement.
